Dr. Ducachet, the Convention proceeded to elect a Pre- 
siding officer, when the Rev. William Bacon Stevens, 
D.D., was nominated for President, and there being no 
other nomination, was unanimously elected viva voce. 

The Rev. Dr. Stevens was thereupon conducted to the 
Chair by the Rev. Dr. Dorr and Judge Conyngham. 

The Convention then proceeded to the election of a 
Secretary and Assistant Secretary.

is not inconsistent with the laws of the Commonwealth. 

The Charter of St. Luke's Church, Altoona, Blair County, is in the form, 
in every particular, recommended by the Convention, and in that form has 
been approved and granted by the proper Court of Blair County. In this 
Charter, therefore, there are provisions contrary to the laws of the Com- 
monwealth : and this fact the Committee think they are constrained to 
report to the Convention. 
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The Committee refer to a report made by them to the Convention in 1857, 
which wili be found in the printed Journal of that year ; and they respect- 
fully inform the Conrention that a change in the present recommended 
form of charters is still necessary for the reasons therein set forth.

Statement of the Services performed at the request of the Standing CommitteCf 
by Rt, Rev, John H, Hopkins^ Bishop of the Diocese of Vermont^ on behalf 
of the Right Rev, Alonzo Potter^ Diocesan : 

My Brethren op the Convention : — 

You are all aware that the sadden attack of illness which; for a 
time^ prostrated the physical energies of your beloved Diocesan, ren- 
dered it necessary to invite some other Bishop to perform Episcopal 
duty, until the period of your annual assembly should arrive. The 
Standing Committee, in the canonical exercise of their discretion, ad- 
dressed their request to me. And it was a labor of love, I can truly 
say, to give my humble services, for a season, to a colleague whom I 
have known and most highly esteemed so long ] and to a Diocese with 
which the early portion of my life had been connected. Brought up 
from childhood in the City of Philadelphia, a presbyter for eight yell's 
under the venerated Bishop White, and privileged in the kind regard 
5 
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of personal friends amongst j<ra, to whose generous sympathy and 
cordial hospitality I have been deeply indebted^ I could not tail to 
respond, with peculiar satisfaction, to the call of your committee ; and 
only regret that although I have labored to the utmost bound of my 
physical strength, the time did not allow of my doing all that was 
desirable. 

The record of my Episcopal acts, from the Sunday before Easter to 
Whitsunday, inclusive, I now proceed to place before you :

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AprU 18.— The second Sondfty after Buier, at St. John's Chnroh, Phlla* 
delphia, I confirmed 16 persons in the morning. In the afternoon of the 
same day, at St. Mark's Chnroh, Frankford, I confirmed 19 persons, two 
others helonging to that congregation heing afterwards confirmed at another 
church, making 21 in all. And in the evening, at the Church of the Re- 
deemer, 27 persons were admitted to confirmation. 

April 19.— Monday, at St. Paol's Church, Colnmhia, I confirmed 18 per- 
sons. 

April 20. — ^Tuesday, at the same Church, in the morning, I ordained Rot. 
Samuel B. Appleton to the holy order of Priests, assisted by the Rev. Dr. 
Bowman of Lancaster, Rer. C. W. Thomson of York, and ReT. R. N. Cas- 
tleman of Harrisburg. The same day, in the cTening, at St. John's Church, 
York, I confirmed 13 persons. 

April 21. — Wednesday, at St. Stephen's Church, Harrisburg, I confirmed 
11 persons. 

AprU 22. — ^Thursday, at St. James' Church, Lancaster, 29 persons were 
confirmed, of whom 16 belonged to that Church, and 13 belonged to St. 
John's Church, Lancaster. 

April 23. — Friday, at the Church last mentioned, I ordained Rev. Bdward 
W. Appleton to the holy order of Priests, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Bowman, 
Rer. Dr. Killikelly, Rev. Theodore A. Hopkins, and Rev. Samuel B. Ap- 
pleton. 

April 25.— Third Sunday after Baster, at St. James' Church, Philadelphia, 
I confirmed 19 persons. In the afternoon of the same day, at St. Andrew's 
Church, Mantua, I confirmed 15 jMrsons. And in the cTcning^ at the Church 
of the Atonement, 71 candidates received the Ordinance of Confirmation. 

Mj labors in the Diocese wero now suspended for six days by a 
call of domestic duty, which took me to my home in Vermont. Bat 
they were resumed on 

May 2.— The fourth Sunday after Baster, at St. Philip's Church, Phila- 
delphia, where, in the morning, I administered confirmation to 143 persons. 
In the afternoon of the same day, at the Market Street Mission Church, I 
confirmed 11 persons. And in the evening at St. Jude's Church, I con- 
firmed another company of 22. 

May 3. — ^Monday, at St. James' Church, Eingsessing, 8 persons were con- 
firmed. And in the evening of the same day, at Church of the Redemp- 
tion, Confirmation was administered to 12 persons more. 

May 4. — ^Tuesday, at the Church of the Holy Cross, Germantown, in the 
afternoon, 6 persons were confirmed. And in the evening of the same day, 
at St. Luke's Church, Germantown, 26 persons were admitted to confirma- 
tion. 

May 5.— Wednesday, at St. Paul's Church, Philadelphia, I confirmed 72 
persons. 

May 6. — ^Thursday, at Grace Church, 35 persons were confirmed. 

May 7. — Friday, at All Saints' Church, Lower Dublin, in the afternoon, 
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I confirmed 12 penons. And in the evening of the same day, at the Mission 
Chapel belonging to that pariah, 9 persons were confirmed, being 21 alto- 
gether. 

May 8 — Saturday, at the Chnnsh of the Crucifixion, Philadelphia, 8 p.m., 
I confirmed 14 persons, of whom 4 were colored. 

May 9.— The Fifth Sunday after Easter, in the morning, at St. Andrew's 
Church I confirmed 33. In the afternoon of the same day, at the Church of 
the Ascenaion, I confirmed 13. And in the evening, at the Church of the 
Evangelists, I confirmed 45. 

May 10. — ^Monday, I proceeded in the early train to St. John's Church, 
Huntingdon, where 6 persons were confirmed. 

May 11. — ^Tuesday, at St. John's Church, Lawrenceville, I confirmed 24 
persons, of whom 11 were pupils in the fiourishing seminary of Rev. George 
T. Rider. 

May 12. — Wednesday, I proceeded 26 miles to Trinity Church, Freeport, 
and confirmed 4 persona. Returning to Pittsburgh the same day, I officiated 
in the evening at St. Andrew 'a Church, and 7 peraons were confirmed. 

May 13. — ^Thursday, being the Festival of the Ascenaion, there was morn- 
ing service at Trinity Church, Pittsburgh, at which many of the Cldrgy 
attended, by invitation of the Rector. I preached on this occasion and 
administered the Holy Communion. In the afternoon of the same day, I 
accompanied the Rector of Trinity Church to a sick parishioner, residing in 
Birmingham, who desired to receive Confirmation. The rite was adminis- 
tered accordingly. And in the evening service was held at St. Mark's 
Church, Birmingham, where I confirmed 4 persons. 

May 14. — Friday, I proceeded about thirty-seven miles to St. Paul's 
Church, Beaver, and confirmed 15 persons, returning to Pittsburgh in the 
evening. 

May 15. — Saturday, I took the morning train for Greensburgh, and con- 
firmed 8 persons at Christ Church. In the afternoon I returned to Pitts- 
burgh, and proceeded to Sharpsburgh, where service was held at St. Mat- 
thew's Church, Etna, in the evening, and 16 persons were confirmed. 

May 16. — Being the Sunday after Ascension, at Trinity Church, Pitts- 
burgh, I administered confirmation to 24 persons. The same day, in the 
afternoon, at Christ Church, Alleghany, 14 persons were confirmed. And 
in the evening, at St. Peter's Church, Pittsburgh, I confirmed another com- 
pany of 21 persons. 

May 17. — Monday, I proceeded up the Monongahela about seventy miles, 
to Christ Church, Brownsville, and confirmed 28 persona. 

May 18. — Tuesday, I returned to Pittsburgh, and service was held at St. 
James' Church, in the evening, where 15 persons were confirmed. 

May 19. — Wednesday, I proceeded to Altoona, and aervice was held at 
the small building at present occupied by the parish of St. Luke's. On the 
way, I was attacked by serious indisposition, and was with difficulty able 
to administer confirmation to 3 persons at the end of the Second Lesson 
being obliged to leave the congregation immediately after, and retire to bed 
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at the hotel. By the goodness of Providence , however, a long night's rest 
restored me, without trouhling the physician ; and I returned to Philadel- 
phia with sufficient strength to go through my remaining duties. 

May 21. — Friday, at 5 o'clock, p.m., service was held at Emmanuel Church, 
Philadelphia, where I administered Confirmation to 21 persons. And at 8 
o'clock the same e.vening, at the Church of the Covenant, in Concert Hall, 
I confirmed another company of 37. 

May 22. — Saturday, 10( o'clock, a.m., at Calvary Church, I ordained to 
the Holy Order of Deacons, Mr. Anderson M. Wiley ; and to the Holy Order 
of Priests, the Rev. Charles L. Bonnell, and the Rev. Robert C. Matlack. 
The candidates were presented by the Rev. Dr. Howe, and the Rev. C. F. 
MoRae. The same day, 7^ p.m., at the Boone Street Mission, Church of St. 
John the Evangelist, I confirmed 9 persons. 

May 23. — Being the Festival of Whitsunday, I administered the Rite of 
Confirmation, in the morning, at St. Stephen's Church, to 24 persons. In 
the afternoon, at St. Mary's Church, West Philadelphia, 21 were confirmed, 
and one more in private, making 22 in all. And at 7 J p.m., in the Church 
of the Mediator, I confirmed another company of 15 persons, which closed 
my services. 

The total amount of my labors in the Diocese, from the Sunday before 
Easter (March 28th), to Whitsunday (May 23dJ, bein^ 57 days (exclusive 
of the time spent in travelliDg from my home and back again), is the fol- 
lowing, viz. :

Sermons preached 55 

Addresses to candidates after Confirmation 59 

Deacons Ordained 2 

Priests Ordained 4 

Communion administered six times, viz. : at Easter, at Ascension Day, 
and at 4 Ordinations. 

In the performance of those duties I have travelled upwards of three 
thousand miles, including the distance from my home, going and returning. 

I cannot close this record, without an expression of cordial thank- 
fulness to my brethren, the clergy and the laity, for the invariable 
kindness and warm welcome extended to me, in the whole progress of 
my labors. The congregations, with few exceptions, were quite full, 
and, for the most part, crowded ; with every outward mark of deep 
and serious interest in the services, and very many cases of strong 
emotion. May the results prove that the prayers offered, and the 
instructions given in connexion with these apostolic ordinances, were 
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indeed prospered by the inflaenoe of the Holy Spirit ; so that the 
happy fruits may appear in all the candidates, through their Christian 
life and conversation I 

And DOW, my beloved brethren, I commend yon all to the guidance 
and favor of Almighty God, in the important work of your Conven- 
tion. You are called, by His wise Providence, and by the request of 
your venerated Diocesan, to the urgent duty of electing an Assistant 
Bishop, and I doubt not that you are all deeply impressed with the 
solemn responsibility of your position. The Lord, in his manifold 
goodness, has set over your diocese a man of eminent and rare en- 
dowments, whose high capacity, rich intellect, indefatigable zeal, 
sterling piety, and practical wisdom, you have long regarded with 
universal confidence and admiration. Broken down by a press of 
labors, which no ordinary constitution could endure, he has been com- 
pelled, for a season, to seek a period of rest and relaxation. And I 
unite, most fervently, my humble prayers with yours, that he may be 
enabled to return to his devoted diocese, restored and strengthened 
for his work, to the utmost limits of a green old age. But mean- 
while, it devolves on you to provide for the necessity of the occasion. 
Suffer me, I pray you, to use the privilege of my office and my years, 
to offer you, from my heart, a few words of counsel, even though they 
may be unnecessary. You will not, I am sure, take them amiss, 
since they are dictated solely by my fraternal solicitude for the pros- 
perity of the Church, and your own unity and welfare. 

Let me beseech yon, then, in choosing an assistant for your excel- 
lent diocesan, to look carefully that he be an assistant indeed; pos- 
sessing the same enlarged views, the same conservative wisdom, and 
tlie same freedom from party spirit. Confer together, be/ore you 
^lect your candidatCy in the kindly confidence of brotherly love, and 
the temper of mutual accommodation ; with fervent prayer that yon 
may be enabled to act without personal partiality, and that the Lord 
may guide your judgment by his unerring will. Place no reliance on 
the worldly machinery of party cliques, or party prejudice, or party 
management, which arc all unworthy of the simplicity and frankness 
belonging to the spiritual principles of the Church of Ood. And 
may our gracious Redeemer direct you to such a choice as shall be 
acceptable in his sight. May your deliberations be conducted in the 
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pure, peaceable and affectionate Spirit of his Gospel. And may he 
prosper yourselyes, jonr diocese, and the man of your appointment, 
with his effectual and constant blessing I

The Committee also herewith present a pommnnioation from the Secretary 
of the Honse of Clerical and Lay Depnties, setting forth certain amendments 
of the Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal Church, which were pro- 
posed at the Qeneral Convention held in October, 1856 : 

It is made my duty by the 50th Canon of 1832, to give to ''the Ecclesi- 
astical Authority in the Diocese" of PennsylTsnia " particular notice," 
that the following Amendments of the Constitution of the Protestant Epis- 
Church were " proposed," at the Qeneral Conyention of the same, held in 
the City of Philadelphia, in October of 1856. To wit:— instead of ''Arti- 
cle III." as now in force, the following : 

ARTICLE III. 

WhencYer General Conventions are held, the Bishops of this Church 
shall form a separate House, with the right to originate and propose acts 
for the concurrence of the House of Deputies, and all acts must pass both 
Houses. 

And instead of '< Article VI." the foUowing : 

ARTICLE VI. 

The mode of trying Bishops shall be provided by the General Convention. 
The Court appointed for that purpose shall be composed of Bishops only. 
In every Diocese the mode of trying Presbyters and Deacons may be insti- 
tuted by the Convention of the Diocese, but the General Convention may 
establish a Court of Appeals for the revision of the decision of Diocesan 
Courts. None but a Bishop shall pronounce sentence of admonition, sus- 
pension, or degradation from the Ministry, on any Clergyman, whether 
Bishop, Presbyter or Deacon. Such Court of Appeals not to revise the 
determination of any question of fact.

Resolved, That while we express our sympathy with our Bishop in his 
affliction, we take this occasion to repeat our assurances of love and yen- 
eration for his character, and our high sense of the invaluable labors which 
he has prosecuted with unceasing zeal. 

Resolved, That we feel that it will be our duty and our privilege to offer fervent 
prayers for his recovery, for his protection from aU dangers, and for his 
speedy return to his Diocese. 

The President laid on the table an invitation from Mr. 
James R. Lambdin, to the members of the Convention to 
visit the exhibition of the Academy of Fine Arts ; ako, 
one from B. Howard Rand^ M.D., to visit the Academy 
of Natural Sciences.

Diocesan Missionaiy Society Reports, 1853-1857, 1 volume. 
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The Gommiitee has giyen its asMiit to the eoipormtion of St. Asdfew'g 
Charch, Mantua, mortgaging its parsonage for the purpose of seenring a 
debt inonrred in the erecting thereof : to the corporation of St. Peter's 
Chnrch, Waterford, Erie Conntj, exchanging a lot of ground for another of 
equal sise and greater value : to the corporation of the Church of the 
Epiphany, Pittsburgh, mortgaging their church building and lot for $3000 ; 
and to the corporation of St. Matthew's Church, Francisville, selling certain 
ground rents. 

The Committee herewith present the accounts of the Treasurer of the 
Episcopal Fund, and of the Treasurer of the Conrention Fund, which hare 
been examined, and are correct. 

The Committee were authorised by the Bishop to act as the ecclesiastical 
authority of the Diocese during his proposed absence therefrom, by his 
deed, dated February 27, 1858. Their acts as such authority, are set forth 
in a report to be made to the Conrention. 

On the 4th of March the Committee invited Bishop Hopkins, of Vermont, 
to perform Episcopal services in the Diocese, which he consented to do, 
until the meeting of the Convention. 

On the 6th of May, the Committee received a letter from the Bishop of 
the Diocese, of which the following is a copy : 

" Being about to leave the country for some time in quest of health, and 
being satisfied that my constitution has received such a shock, that I cannot 
hope to be equal hereafter to all the duties of my position, I propose to 
avail myself of the provisions in our Canons, which authorise the election 
of an Assistant Bishop. 

" A pastoral letter will be issued in a few days, in which I request that 
the subject shall be acted on at the approaching meeting of our Diocesan 
Convention. As it is desirable that the Clergy and Lay Deputies should 
come to the consideration of the subject with a full knowledge of the views 
of the congregations, and as the means of supporting an Assistant espe- 
cially will need to be matured, I would take the liberty of suggesting to 
your body, that you might do good service to the Diocese by calling the at- 
tention of the congregations to the importance of enabling their represen- 
tatives to act advisedly. 

« In some Dioceses the means are raised by a pro rata assessment on all the 
oongregations, and this method or some modification of It seems equitable. 
I beg leave to add that I shall expect to beak* my portion of the burden, by 
asking a reduction of my salary." 

A copy of this Letter was sent, by the Committee, to the Clergy and Con- 
gregations of the Diocese, with a request that their attention should be 
given to the subject of its contents. 

The Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund, on the 11th of May, made the fol- 
lowing communication to the Committee : 

" If the Convention, acting on the suggestion of Bishop Potter, shall elect 
an Assistant Bishop, it will be necessary in advance of such action to pro- 
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Tide for his support. That it may bo done, will yon not present the anbjeot 
directlj to the Parishes of the Diooese, that their representatires may be 
prepared, when they meet in €k>nyention, to make the provision in the form 
that will be easiest and most permanent ? I ask it to aroid all possible 
embarrassment from the want of due consideration. 

The salary of the present Diocesan is four thousand dollars a year. Of 
this he Tolnntarily proposes to relinquish one-eighth to one-quarter. 

The income of the Episcopal Fund from permanent inyest- 
mentsis $2,500 

From the contributions of eleven Parishes in Philadelphia, during 
the life of Bishop Potter 1,460 

From the collections throughout the Diocese..... 660 

In all $4,600 

Or an excess of six hundred dollars a year over the salary of Bishop 
Potter. 

How much beyond this excess will be required for the Assistant Bishop, 
will be dependent on what his salary shall be fixed at. The best way to 
raise the necessary sum the Convention will want to know, and as a basis 
for others to consider the subject on, I present, as a suggestion, a plan 
which has been adopted elsewhere. Before doing so, let me state that the 
support of the Episcopate ought to be equally borne by all who enjoy its 
benefits. Eleven churches have now an undue proportion of the burden. 
Their obligations will exist during the life of the present Diocesan, but 
their having assumed this obligation does not lessen the duty on the part 
of the other churches of an equal participation in it. On that principle 
the suggestion is presented — ^that is of an equal distribution. 

I assume that the Episcopal Fund should have an income annu- 
ally of $8,000 

Of this, permanent investments yield 2,600 

Which will leave to be raised $6,600 

An assessment on 16,000 communicants of 37^ cents each will yield 6,626 

If every parish will assume the annual payment of thirty-seven and a 
half cents for each communicant the provision will be made. 

This plan is simple, it is just and ought to be readily accomplished. 

It may be objected that the poor and rich are required to pay alike. 
They are assessed alike, but the alms of the Church flow too freely to allow 
of its being doubted that the portions of the feeble of the flock will be 
borne cheerfully by those who are stronger. 

On the assembling of the Convention let each parish make a return of 
the number of its communicants, and should this plan, or one based on the 
principle of an equal distribution of the cost, be adopted, let the Conven- 
tion require that a formal ratification of whatever may be adopted shall be 
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ezeenied by the anthoiitiea of eaeh Parish, and forwarded to the Treasurer 
of the Episcopal Fund before the Consecration of the Assistant Bishop-elect 
sfaaU take place.'* 

The Committee, to ascertain the riews of the Congregations npon the 
mode to be adopted to provide for the support of the Episcopate, addressed 
a circular to the Clergy in the Diocese having charge of churches, request- 
ing that the Lay Delegates to the Convention might report whether a con- 
tribution would be pledged by the churches which they represented, of the 
payment of the annual sum of thirty-seven and a half cents from each 
communicant. 

In view of the necessarily increased expenses of the Diocese, the Com- 
mittee, early in April, by a circular urged upon the Clergy the necessity of 
collections in their congregations for the Convention Fund. 

The Committee report that St. Phillip's Church, Manchester, Alleghany 
county, has made no Parochial Report, nor has any llissionary Beport been 
made in its behalf for the last three years, nor within that time has any 
clergyman been employed as its parish minister, nor has the services of a 
Missionary been requested of the Bishop.

The Rev. Dr. Newton presented the Charters of cer- 
tain churches, which, on his motion, were referred to 
the Committee on Charters. 

The President announced that he had in his hands the 
Circular Letter of Bishop Potter, referred to in Mr. 
Wharton's resolution of this afternoon, which he now 
laid before the Convention. 

The Secretary read the same as follows : 

To THE ClBBOT AVD CozrOBBOATlOHS OP THB DiOCBSB OF t^KZTVSTLVANIA : 

Dear Brethren : — By the 6th Canon of the General Convention of 1832, it 
is provided that '* when a Bishop of a Diocese is nnable, by reason of old 
age, or other permanent cause of infirmiry, to discharge his Episcopal 
duties, one Assistant Bishop may be elected by and for the said Diocese, 
who shall in all cases succeed the Bishop, in case of surviving him." Three 
years since. In my address to the Convention, I intimated a fear that my 
impaired health might soon make it necessary for the Diocese to avail itself 
of this liberty. The same intimation was repeated the year following, with 
the remark that I should not feel authorized to apply for an Assistant, 
unless in my own Judgment and in that of my medical advisers, the mea- 
sure was urgently required. Recent events, with which you are probably 
acquainted, seem to demonstrate that the application ought not to be post- 
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pon«d longer, and that early aotion upon it Is required by the interests of 
the Diocese. 

A dirislon of the Diocese could not be effected without considerable delay, 
and if effected, would not afford the relief needed in a case like this, to pro- 
Tide for which, the above named Canon was passed. A Diocese, embracing 
the western half of the territory of Pennsylvania might be cat off, and yet the 
Bishop of the remainder would be charged with the oversight of a larger 
number of parishes, missionary stations, and clergymen than were con- 
tained in the whole State in 1848. For such oversight, connected as it 
ought to be, with a vast amount of travelling, and laborious public service 
constantly increasing, I cannot hope to be equal ; though I may hope, after 
a proper interval of rest, to have considerable capacity for work. The 
same would be true, though in a less degree, of the new Diocese which 
might be formed, and which would require, especially at the outset, all the 
vigor of unimpaired health and spirits. 

I therefore request that the Diocese will, at the approaching Convention 
in May, proceed to take action respecting the choice of an Assistant Bishop. 
It is my earnest hope, that the matter may be considered with so much 
prayer, with such an absence of passion, and if possible, with such unity of 
eounsel and purpose, that the Divine guidance will be abundantly vouch- 
safed. 

Two years since I was almost prepared to prefer the request which I now 
make, but was restrained in a good degree by the absence of all provision 
for the support of an Assistant Bishop. I do not hesitate to refer to this 
subject now, as one which will require the early and earnest attention of 
the Churches throughout the Diocese. Instead of leaving the burden to 
be borne by a few. It should be gladly divided among all who are to be 
served and benefitted by the arrangement. On this principle I shall claim 
the liberty of bearing my proportion of it. Having placed with the Treas- 
urer of the Episcopal Fund a statement of my wishes on this point with 
the request that he will, when the proper time arrives, communicate it to 
the Convention, I need not enlarge upon the subject here. 

Being about to embark with a part of my family for a distant land, and 
being impressed with a sense of the uncertainty of life and of everything 
below the sun, I ask, dear brethren, a place in your prayers. You have 
given me freely of your confidence and affection, and I can never feel, with 
gratitude sufficient, the manifold ways in which they have been testified. 
I have been especially touched by the delicate kindness with which I have 
been treated during my late indisposition, and should I never be permitted 
to meet you more on earth, may one better and wiser be raised up to suc- 
ceed me, and may God the Father, Son and Holy Ghost bless, preserve, 
and keep you. May he, whose presence is life, look upon you and fill you 
with all spiritual benediction and grace, and may we all so pass the time of 
our sojourning here, that we may dwell with Him at last in Life everlasting.

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On motion of Mr. William Welsh, the rules of order 
were suspended to receive the report of the Committee 
to whom were referred the Resolutions in reference to 
the proper salary of an Assistant Bishop, &c. 

The Committee to whom were referred the Preamble and Resolntion 
passed last evening in reference to the proper salary of an Assistant Bishop, 
and the best mode of raising it, respeotf ally report : 

That they have nnanimonsly agreed to name to the Convention $3,500 as 
the amount, exclnsive of travelling expenses, which it wonld be proper to 
fix as the salary of the Assistant Bishop, should one be elected. 

As to the other point, the best mode of raising the salary, there has been 
entire unanimity as to the propriety of an assessment in some form upon 
the different ]>arishes of the Diocese— and two plans have been particularly 
considered by the Committee. 

The one plan is that suggested by the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund, 
and with which the members of the Convention are supposed to be familiar, 
viz. : to make the number of communicants the basis of the assessment ; 
the rate being that ot 37^ cents for each communicant. The other is that 
of taking the salaries voted by the different parishes to their Rectors, as 
the basis of assessment, and contemplating the annual payment by the 
churches of a fixed per centage oh these amounts. The aggregate of these 
amounts, as reported and estimated, for the year ending May 1, 1857, was 
in the neighborhood of $104,000 ; six per cent, on which, would yield an- 
nually about $6,240 ; or, together with the income of the Episcopal Fund 
from permanent investments, $1,240 more than the amounts pledged to the 
two Bishops ; this plan, thus, as well as the other, furnishing a small sur- 
plus for the gradual increase of the Permanent Fund. 

After due consideration, the Committee have determined to report in 
favor of the second plan. They, therefore, beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing resolutions : 
Resolvedf That the saUry of the Assistant Bishop, should one be elected, 

be $3,500 per annum. 
Resolved, That each church* now in union with this Convention, or that may 

hereafter be admitted thereto, is hereby required to pay to the Treasurer 

of the Episcopal Fund, for the maintenance of the Episcopate of this 

Diocese, on or before the 31st day of December next, and annually 

thereafter, a sum of money equal to six per cent, on the salary that said 

church is at that time pledged to pay to its minister.

The first Resolution coming up, Mr. J. C. Cresson 
moved to amend by inserting $4,000 inst^ead of $3,500, 
and adding " without any diminution of the salary of the

The resolution as amended by Mr. Cresson, was then 
negatived. 

Mr. George M. Wharton moved to amend the original 
resolution by adding "without any diminution of the 
salary of tne Bishop," which was adopted. And, on mo- 
tion, the resolution as thus amended was unanimously 
carried. 

On motion of Mr. Thomas K. Bull, the hour of ad- 
journment was, for the present, postponed. 

The second resolution was now read by the Secretary, 
when the Rev. Mr. Page offered the following amend- 
ment : 

**That the assesameQt upon the Charohes be proportioned to the number 
of pews rented or owned in each Church." 

Which was lost. 

Mr. Geo. M. Wharton proposed the following addition 
to the second resolution : 

"The said assessment including all contributions of any parish to the 
support of the Episcopate." 

Which was adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. Kallikelly offered the following as a sub- 
stitute for the second resolution as thus amended : 

Resolved, That each Clergyman be required to give in to the Treasurer of 
the Episcopal Fund, a list of all the communicants in his parish able to 
contribute to the support of the Assistant Bishep, and that 50 cents for 
each communicant so reported be the minimum. 

Dr. A. E. Stocker moved to strike out from the sub- 
stitute the words " able to contribute." 

And the Rev. Mr. Atkins to amend, by insertia 
instead of 50 cents. "♦ 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Ducachet, tho subt 

and amendments thereto were laid on the table,

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The Rev. Mr. Christman proposed the following sub- 
stitute for the original resolution, which was lost.

A motion was made to adjourn, and lost.

The rules of order were suspended, on motion of Rev. 
Dr. Lyman, to receive the Report of the Committee on 
Claims of Clergymen to Seats, as follows : 

The Committee on the Claims of Clergymen to Seats in this Convention, 
having been directed by the Convention to report in detail the facts npon 
which they based their previoas report, beg leave respeotfally to state, that 
in the case of the Rev. L. C. Newman, it appears that letters dimissory 
were given to him by Bishop Meade for Bishop Potter, bearing date Nov. 
16, 1857 : — that this letter was handed to the Rev. Mr. Childs, the Secre- 
tary of the Bishop, and placed, aa he supposed on file. This ocoarred daring 
the absence of the Bishop from the city. Upon his retnm this letter was 
inqnired for, bat only the envelop, originally containing the letter, coald 
be found. Bishop Meade was sabsequently written to on the subject, and 
requested to furnish a duplicate of his original letter. In giving this sec- 
ond letter he neglected to date it in correspondence with the first, but dated 
it on the 4th of February, the day upon which he wrote the second letter. 
Before this letter was accepted. Bishop Potter had transferred the care of 
the Diocese to the Standing Committee ; and consequently, Mr. Newman's 
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dimissory letter was received hy that body, and not l>y the Bishop; and 
as appears from the Minutes of the Standing Committeei he was received 
into this Diocese on the 4th of March, 1858. 

In the case of the Rev. Mr. Oliveri it appears, from a reference to the 
Bishop's Journal, that letters dimissory in his behalf from the Bishop of 
Western New York, were accepted by him on the 30th day of NoTember, 
1857. 

These are all the facts which have come before the Committee. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

May 27, 1858. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Ducachet, the Report 
was adopted. 

Mr, Wm. Welsh offered, as an amendment to the sec- 
ond resolution accompanying the Report of the Com- 
mittee on the Assistant Bishop's Salary, to strike out 
all after the word resolved, and to insert : 

That each Church in union with this Conyention be, and is 
hereby required, to pay to the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund, on or 
before the 31st day of December next and annually thereafter, towards 
the maintenance of the Episcopate in this Diocese, a sum to be fixed by 
a Committee, composed of the President of the Standing Committee, and 
Secretary of this Convention, with the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund, 
at their discretion, but in no case to exceed six per cent, on the salary of 
the minister or ministers, or 37^ cents on each reported communicant, as 
said Committee may decide. 

The hour for the consideration of the subject of elect- 
ing an Assistant Bishop having arrived, the Rev. Dr. 
Ducachet moved to postpone the Order of the day, and 
to proceed with the subject now before the Convention, 
which was carried. 

The Rev. Dr. Vaughan offered the following as an 
amendment to Mr. Welsh's amendment : 

Retoloedf That it be hereafter the duty of the Treasurer of the Episcopal 
Fund as soon as may be, after each Annual Convention, to address a 
letter to each parish, requesting such parish to raise and remit previously 
to the 31st December next following, the sum of dollars towards the 
support of the Episcopate. 

Resohtd^ That the blank be filled by the Treasurer, in each ease, with the 
sum equal to B7| cents for each communicant of the parish so addressed. 
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A diTision being called for on the amendment of Dr. 
Vaughan, it was lost. Ayes 107 ; Nays 205. 

The Rev. Dr. Spear moved to strike out from the 
Resolution offered by Mr. Welsh, all after the words " at 
their discretion." When the Rev. Mr. Maxwell by leave, 
read the following resolution which he intended to oiTer : 

Renolvedf That the vestry of each parish in the Diocesei be requested to 
pledge their church for a specifio amount in support of the Episcopate, at 
aa earlj a daj as possible, and that it be the duty of the several rectors 
to report to the Standing Committee of the Diocese, within one month after 
the adjournment of this Convention, the action of their respective 
vestries. 

The question recurring on the amendment of the Rev. 
Dr. Spear, it was lost. 

The Rev. Mr. Maxwell now offered the resolution pre- 
viously read by him, as a substitute for that introduced 
by Mr. Welsh, which was rejected. 

Mr. James H. Bull moved to strike out the word " re- 
quire," and insert " request," in the substitute now before 
the Convention, which was lost. 

Mr. John W. Guernsey proposed, as an amendment, to 
strike out all after the words " in this Diocese," and to 
add the following : 

Prom parishes whose rectors are in the receipt of a salary not exceeding 
five hundred dollars, an amount equal to Ave per cent, upon such salary ; 
and parishes whose rectors are in receipt of a salary exceeding five hundred 
dollars, an amount equal to six per cent, upon such salary, to be raised by 
the parish or congregation as thought best by the rector and vestry of 
each parish. 

This amendment was also lost. 

The question being taken on the amendment offered 
by Mr. Welsh, it was carried. 

The resolution, as amended by Mr. Welsh, was then 
adopted. 
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Mr. Welsh offered the following resolution^ which was 
also adopted : 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Episoopal Fand, be required within one 
month from thi^ time, to transmit to each church a copj of the foregoing 
resolution, with a notice of the sum that church is to pay to him. He is 
to acknowledge the receipt of money in the Protestant Bpiscopal papers 
published in this city, and immediately after the 1st of January in each 
year, he Is to publish in the same papers the names of any churches not 
complying with the requirement of this CouTention.

The " Committee on Charters," to whom have heen referred the Articles 
of Association, Charters, and forms of Charter, on which several congrega- 
tions appl/ respectively for admission into union with this Convention, 
respeotfnllj report, that they have examined the documents laid hefore 
them, and have ascertained that in every instance to which its provisions 
are applicable, the 4th Section of Canon IX. of the General Convention of 
1853, has heen complied with. 

They further report — first, in regard to the Articles of Association of St. 
James* Church, Eckley, Foster Township, Luzerne County, — ^that they eon- 
tain all those provisions which pledge the Parish to conformity with all 
ecclesiastical requirements set forth in the form prescribed by the Conven- 
tion of this Diocese ; that it does not appear on the face of them that these 
Articles are to be offered to the civil authorities, as the fonn after which 
the Parish will apply to be incorporated, or even that they intend to 
make any such application : that it is not needful to union with this Con- 
vention under its Constitution or Canons that they should be incorporated ; 
and, therefore, that the absence from these Articles, of provisions required 
by the laws of the Commonwealth^ to be embraced in the charters of bodies 
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corporate can be no bar to admission into union with tlie Clinroh in this 
Diocese. 

In regard to the Charter of St. Luke's Church, Altoona, Blair County, 
they report, that there has been omitted from it (doubtless by the inadver- 
tence of the hand which transcribed it from the authorized form,) the de- 
claration that the parish accedes to, recognizes and adopts the Constitution, 
&c., ''of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of Pennsylrania." 
This, your Committee esteem a capital defect, which will render it indis- 
pensable that the Charter should be returned for amendment by the proper 
authority. There being, in the Judgment of your Committee, necessity for 
this amendment, they further suggest, that inasmuch as the Charter is not 
in conformity with the requirements of the Statute of 1855 touching the 
property of Corporations for religious purposes (although obtained since the 
passage of that Statute), it be amended also in that particular. 

The Charter of the " Church of the Covenant," in the City of Philadel- 
phia, is in due form, and your Committee recommend the admission of the 
Pariah into union with this Convention. 

In regard to the form of Charter of the " Memorial Church of St. John, 
Ashland," your Committee report that it purports to be the very document 
which the Parish propose to present to the proper Court for its approval, 
and to ask for incorporation under the same ; and that inasmuch as it is drawn 
without due reference or conformity to the Statute of 1855, touching the 
property of Corporations for religious purposes, it cannot. In the Judgment 
of your Committee, receive the sanction of the civil authority, and that, there- 
fore, it ought not, in advance of their decision, to be approved and accepted 
by this Convention, although, in all its ecclesiastical provisions, it ia in due 
form. 

The Articles of Association of the *' Church of our Saviour," Jenkintown, 
Montgomery County, in which it is declared that the Parish propose to seek 
incorporation, in accordance with the principles and provisions therein 
contained, are in due form, although your Committee observe with regret, 
that there is in them no provision respecting the disposition of the property 
of the corporation in the event of its dissolution, nor of the method by 
which the proposed Charter may be amended. 

The Charter of the •* Church of the Holy Cross," Germantown, Philadel- 
phia, is in due form, although it lacks the provision introduced into the 
form reported to the Convention of last year, for the disposal of the 
property of the Corporation in the event of its dissolution. 

The Articles of Association of " St. John Baptist's Church," Germantown, 
Philadelphia, containing a declaration of the principles and provisions on 
which they propose to be incorporated, embrace no feature which should 
fender their union with this Convention inadmissible, although the provia- 
ion wherein it is coniided to the Rector and Church Wardens to determine 
in a certain contingency who shall be accounted members of the Corpora- 
tion, entrusts a great power to a very few individuals, which might be oppres- 
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Bir^lj txeroiMd, «nd to which, therefore, year Commiitee would not hAve 
the iidiiiissioxi of that parish into anion with thia Convention regarded ae 
conveying an expression of its approval. 

In regard to the Charier of '* Christ Choroh," Media, Delaware Coontj, 
as amended since its presentation to a former Convention of this Diocese, 
your Committee report, that it is conformed to Ecclesiastical law and the 
civil law as it obtained at the time the Charter was given, and they recommend 
that the Parish be admitted. . 

The Charters of " Grace Chnrch," Cressona, Schuylkill County, and of 
Trinity Church, ConneantviUe, Crawford County, are in due form, and the 
Parishes respectively entitled to admission. 

It does not appear that any of the Charters and Articles of AMOciation 
above mentioned have been laid before the Bishop of the Diocese, for his 
approval, according to the letter of the requirement of Canon XIII., bvt 
inasmuch as the Bishop has, for the time being, transferred the ecclesiasti- 
cal authority of the Dioceee to the Standing Committee, your Committee 
regard the spirit of that Canon as f^lly met by the presentation of these doc- 
uments to the Standing Committee. 

In conclusion, your Committee recommend the adoption of the following 

resolution :

The Comniiti.ee on the Missionary Work of the Church in this Diocese 
report: 

The terms of the resolation nnder whioh the Committee were originallj 
appointed bj the Convention of 1856, made it their duty in conference with 
the Bishop, '*to ascertain what measures can be taken, which shall be both 
feasible and ezi>edient for the more vigorous and united prosecution of the 
work of Missions in this Diocese." This Committee, to which, by a resolu- 
tion of the Convention, the Bishop was added as Chairman, had several meet- 
ings, and presented to the Convention of the Diocese last year a report 
signed by every member of it then in the country, in whioh they unani- 
mously recomendeded for adoption by the Convention, two resolutions, to 
wit : Ist. That we cannot hope for the full blessing of CK>d on the mission- 
ary work of this Dioeese unless the members of tho Church, Clergy and 
Laity, can work together in its behalf more cordially. 2d. That the sub- 
stitution of one for two Diocesan organizations, is much to be desired, if it 
can be so framed as to embrace the great proportion of those devoted to the 
missionary work. 

To this first resolution the Convention set its seal of approval by adopt- 
ing it with the amendment of adding one word, *< both," and thus it is the 
opinion of the Convention of this Diocese solemnly expressed, that we can- 
not hope for the full blessing of Gk>d on the Missionary work of this Diocese, 
unless the members of the Church, both Clergy and Laity, can work to- 
gether in its behalf more cordially. 

This principle was still further recognised by the adoption by the Con- 
vention of the resolution under which your Committee are now acting, viz. : 
That distinctly recognising the desirableness of union and co-operation in 
the work of Diocesan Missions, the Convention recommit the whole subject 
to the same Committee with instructions to report a plan. 

Tour Committee, therefore, have had before them but one principle of 
action, " the desirableness of union and co-operation in the work of Dio- 
cesan Missions ;" and but one object ; to report a plan in accordance with 
such a principle. To this one object, the Committee havo giT9n tt^at pn^er- 
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fttl ftnd dtliberato eonifderation whioh iU importouoo d«iiuuids, Mid beg 
leaye, thereforoi in accordance with their instrnctionsy to report the follow- 
ing ontlinee of a plan : 

B£9olv0d, That the Miasionaiy work In the Dioeese shall be condded to 
one bodj, either a Board or a Soeietjr, of whi<di the Btahop ahall be the 
head, and in which every pariah, diapoeed to engage in Misetenary woric, 
may be represented. 
Resolved^ That a Committee of fifteen be appointed, with authority to eon- 
for with the existing Missionary organizations of this Diocese, and mature 
for the action of the Convention at its next annual meeting the details of 
a Missionary body, constituted according to the foregoing resolatioa.

The first resolution accompanying the Report of the 
Clommittee coming up, the Rev. Mr. Jerome moved to 
lay it on the table, which was lost. 

Mr. Brunot moved to amend the first resolution by 
striking out the word " shall/* and inserting the words 
" ought to," which was adopted. 

Mr. Horace Binney, Jr., moved that the resolutions be 
taken up in their inverse order, the second being first 
considered. 

The pending business was here suspended, to receive 
the report of the Rev. Dr. Hare and Rev. Mr. Spack-* 
man, who reported that they had agreed to nominate, 
under Dr. Bowman's resolution, 

Rev. John A. Vanghan, D.D., Rev. B. Wistar Morris, 

" Theodore B. Lyman, D.D., ** Richard B. Duane, 

'« Charles D. Cooper, " G. W. Natt. 

The Convention approved of this Committee, who had 
leave to retire. 

The consideration of Mr. Binney's motion was then 
resumed, and the same adopted. 

The second resolution coming up, the following am^id- 
ment was offered by Mr. Binney : 

To strike out all after the words *' annual meeting," and insert the fol- 
lowing, '* a plan for the action of a body charged under the Diocesan with 
the Missionary work of the Dioeese." 

Which was lost. 
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The Rev. Mr. Tamall moved a reconsideration of the 
motion hy which the order of the resolutionfi accompany- 
ing the Report of the Committee on Diocesan Missions 
was inverted, which was carried. 

The Rev. Mr. Spackman offered the following amend- 
ment to the first resolntion as amended — ^to add at the 
end thereof the words "or such work shall be done by a 
Committee of the Convention of this Diocese, of which 
the Bishop shall be the Chairman,'' which was adopted. 

The resolution as amended was passed. 

The second resolution of the Committee was also 
adopted. 

The Committee to whom was recommitted the report 
on a Form of Church Charter, presented the following : 

The Committee appointed to report a Form of Charter to be recommended 
for the obserranoe of Churches desiroas to be inoorporated, and admitted 
into union with this ConTention, report the following : 

WhereoM, the following named persons, citizens of this Commonwealth, viz : 
haye, together with other citizens, associated for the purpose of worship- 
ping Almighty Ood, according to the faith and discipline of the Protestant 
Bpisoopal Church in the United States of America ; and have for that 
purpose formed a congregation at in and are 

now desirous to be incorporated agreeably to the provisions of the Act of 
the General Assembly of Pennsylvania,, entitled, ** An Act to confer on cer- 
tain associations of the citizens of this Commonwealth, the powers and 
immunities of corporations or bodies politic in law, and the supplements 
thereto.'* They therefore declare the following to be the objects, articles, 
and conditions of their said association, agreeably to which they desire to 
be incorporated, vis : — 

FirMt^ The name of the Corporation shall be *' The Reetor, Church War- 
densy and Vestrymen of " 

Second, This Church acknowledges itself to be a member of, and to 
belong to, the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of Pennsylvania, 
and the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America. As 
such it accedes to, recognizes, and adopts the Constitution, canons, doctrine, 
discipline, and worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State 
of Pennsylvania, and of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States, and acknowledges their authority accordingly. 
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Anj member of this Chnroh or Corporation, who tludl diBclidm or refiuo 
conformity to the said authority, BhaU oease to be a member of this corpo- 
ration, and shall not be elected, or vote in the election of, Testrymen, or 
ezeroiae any office or function in, concerning, or connected with, the said 
Church or Corporation. 

Third, The rents and revenues of this corporation shall be, from time to 
time, applied for the maintenance and support of the Rector, ministers, and 
officers of the said Church, and in the erection and necessary repairs of the 
church, churoh-yard, parsonage-house, and other houses which now do or 
hereafter shall belong to the said corporation, and to 90 other use or pur- 
pose whatsoever. 

Provided, that all the property of the said corporation shall be taken, 
held, and enure, subject to the control and disposition of the vestry of the 
same ; and provided, that the clear annual value or income of the real and 
personal estate held by the said corporation shall not at any time exceed 
the sum of five thousand dollars. 

Fourth, The Rector of this Church shall be elected by the church-wardens 
and vestrymen in such manner as the statutes and by-laws shall ordain. 
The vestry of the said Church shall consist of not less than six persons, 
lay members of the said Church and oitisens of Pennsylvania, who shall 
continue in office for one year, and until others be chosen, and the election 
of whom shall be made every year, on Baster Monday, by a majority of 
such members of the said Church as shall appear by the vestry books to 
have paid two successive years immediately preceding the time of such 
election for a pew or sitting in said Church, or, in case of a free church, 
who shall be recognised by the Rector and Wardens thereof as usual atten- 
dants upon the services of the same, and contributors to the said Church 
for one year. 

Provided, that until the next Easter Monday after the expiration of five 
years from the date of this charter, members of said Church who shall iu 
any way have contributed to the erection of the Church, or to the support 
of the Rector or ministers thereof, shall be entitled to vote at the election 
of vestrymen ; and provided, that in case of the failure to elect vestrymen 
on that day, the corporation shall not on that account be dissolved ; but 
the election shall be holden on some other day, in such manner as the by- 
laws may prescribe ; and any vacancy occurring in the vestry shall be sup- 
plied by the remaining members thereof. At the meetings of the vestry, 
the Rector, if present, may preside, and in all matters except such as concern 
the property of the Corporation, shall be entitled, in common with the 
several members of the vestry, to one vote. 

Fifth, No person shall be Rector or Assistant Minister of this Church, 
unless he shall have had Episcopal Ordination, and unless he be in full 
standing with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of Pennsylva- 
nia, and in the United States, and recognised as such by the Bishop of this 
Diocese, or in the case of a vaoanoy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese. 
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Sixth, The said vestrj shall have Ml power to choose their oirn oi&oeni ; 
and they shall azmnally, at their flrst meeting after their election, ohoose 
one of their oim number to be one ohuroh-warden, and the Rector for the 
time being shall elect another of the said Testrymen to be the other church- 
warden of the said Ghoroh. In case of a vacancy in the office of Rector at 
the time of the election, the other chnrch-warden shall also be chosen by 
the Tostry, to remain until the election of a Rector, or a new election of the 
▼estiy, and during such Taoancy, all the powers of the corporation shall be 
exercised by the vestry, as fully and entirely as if no such vacancy had 
occurred : Provided alwajfs, That it shall be the duty of the said church- 
wardens and vestrymen to elect another Rector to supply the vacancy as 
soon as conveniently may be. 

Seventh, This charter may be amended in the following manner, that is 
to say : Any proposed amendment shall be submitted to a stated or special 
meeting of the vestry, and if the same shall be approved by a majority of the 
whole of the members thereof, the same shall be submitted to a meet- 
ing of the members of the congregation, who are entitled to vote for 
vestrymen, and if approved by a majority of the persons present at such 
meeting, the same shall be submitted to the next Convention, and if by it 
approved, shall be, and form part of the charter, upon the subsequent con- 
firmation thereof by the court which granted the original charter, or other 
competent authority. 

Eighth. In case of the dissolution of the said Corporation, all the prop- 
erty of the same shall vest in trustees, in trust, to hold and convey the 
aame to, and for, any future congregation of members of the Protestant 
Bpiscopal Church, which may be formed in the same neighborhood, and to 
and for no other puipose ; and the said trustees shall consist of such per- 
aons as may be appointed by the proper court, on the application of any 
interested party. 

Ninth, The following named persons shall be the church wardens and 
vestrymen, to continue in office until the election on Raster Monday next, 
and until others be chosen, viz : 

On motion of Mr. William Welsh, the Form of Charter 
reported by the Committee was adopted, and 2000 extra 
copies of it were ordered to be printed for distribution at 
the discretion of the Secretary. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Goddard, 

Retolved, That $300 or more, at the discretion of the Treasurer of the Con- 
vention Fund, be and is hereby appropriated towards paying the mileage 
of members of this Convention, and the Treasurer is hereby authorised to 
pay the same pro rata, according to their actual expenses. 

The President then announced the Committee of fifteen,

The Assistant Bishop-elect having addressed the Con- 
vention, desired the members to unite with him in singing 
the Gloria in Excelsis and Prayer — and pronounced the 
Benediction.

PAROCHIAL REPORTS. 



Report of the Rev. Alfred M. Abel, Rector of Mount Hope Church, 
Lancaster Ck)untjr. 

Baptisms, children 19 ; burials 5 j public services, Sundays 64, 
other days 19, total 83 ; children catechized in the church 7 times ; 
Sunday school, pupils about 75, teachers 2 or 3 ; Bible classes, 1 male 
and 1 female adult, both under charge of the minister; collections. 
Convention Fund 99 cents, Episcopal Fund 67 cents, poor and sick of 
Philadelphia $4 56, other purposes $11 83, total $18 05 ; property, 
other than church building and lot, a substantial school house. 

Salary : the clergyman has been supported by the contributions of 
a single family in Philadelphia. They guaranteed $300 ; the larger 
part of which was put into the minister's hands in adoance. 

The church itself was built by the mother, and the school house by 
a daughter of this same Christian family, who now undertake the sup- 
port of the Missionary. 

A parish day-school has also been in operation during the year, 
which, with the Sunday school, is under the charge of the Minister. 

The Church being missionary in its character, the congregation is 
more or less fluctuating ; the same applies also to the Bible classes 
and Sunday school. 

At Lebanon, the county-seat of Lebanon county, regular services 
have also been held. Public services here, Sundays 17, other days 7, 
total 24. The congregation worships in a public hall; evident interest 
is shown. There are 8 or 9 communicants, and 2 or 3 Church families 
residing here ; as yet, however, the Holy Communion has never been 
administered. A large lot has been purchased in this place by a gen- 
tleman, with the intention of erecting thereon an Episcopal church. 

The town lies in the centre of an agricultural region, and in imme- 
diate connexion with a very rich mining district of which it is the 
chief outlet. Having railroad connexion with Harrisburg, Beading 
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and Philadelphia^ it is likely to continue growing, as it has been doing 
for several years past. Though it contains a population of 5,000 or 
6,000, and eight or nine pUioes of worship, there is in it no Episcopal 
church, nor in the whole county. 

At Colebrook, Lebanon county, regular service has also been held. 
Baptisms, infants 2; burials 1; public 'services, Sundays 7. 



Report of the Rev. James Aberoromble, of the Parish of St. Paul's Charah» 
Brie, Erie County. 

Baptisms, adults 1, infants 19, total 20; communicants, added 4, 
died or removed 3, present number 8*2; marriages 3 ; burials 8 ; public 
services, on Sundays 89, other days 40, total 129 ; children catechiied 
occasionally; Sunday schools 3; collections, Domestic Missions $10, 
Nashotah $25 22, Sunday school penny collection for Nashotah $7 57, 
Christmas Fund for Infirm Clergymen $13, general parochial objects 
$144 94. Also expended for font $25, communion service $208 52, 
chancel chairs $68, and altar $15, total $517 25. 

It is believed that the long vexed question of the best mode of sup- 
porting the Church, whether by pew assessment or annual subscrip- 
tion, will soon be forever at rest. In which event there is for the 
parish a bright prospect of temporal and spiritual prosperity. 

Two missionary stations have been established— one in a part of the 
city known as Jerusalem, and the other in the southern section, a part 
of the city which, in a short time, must have a large and influential 
population. Here, it is earnestly hoped, an eligible lot, at least large 
enough for a permanent church and parsonage, may <U once be leased, 
with the privilege of being ultimately purchased, and a neat temporary 
church be erected, such as may continue to answer for Sunday school 
purposes, and a parish school. 

In Jerusalem we occupy the African Weslcyan Chapel, which had 
been closed for several years. Our effort hero is more especially, with 
Qod's help, to be of service to our African population. 

The Rev. John A. Bowman has most heartily united with me in 
this missionary work. As not yet canonically connected with this 
Diocese he has addressed his report to myself, which I hereto append. 

I entered upon the duties of the parish July 11th. 



Report of the Rev. Thomas G. Allen, Philadelphia. 

The peculiar blessings of the Lord have atten^^ed me during another 
missionary year. His Hol> name ]be praised forever, in and through 
Christ Jesus^ by the Holy Spirit, Amen. 

During the year up to May 12th, in preaching, lecturing, fto., I 
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kave officiated on 289 occasions, thus averaging more than fivo and 
a-half times each week. I have officiated or assisted in the services 
of the Church, when I have not preached or lectured, on 6 occasions. 
I have administered or assisted in the administration of the Lord's 
Supper on 13 occasions. I have baptised 36 persons, married 25 
couples, and officiated on 40 funeral occasions. 

During the year up to March 12, my pastoral visits have been 507 
^-of that number 504 to the sick and afflicted ; also I have conversed 
and prayed with individuals in my house on 68 occasions. 

I have distributed a few Bibles and New Testaments, and Prayer 
Books, and 52,138 pages of Tracts, in which is included 31,296 pages 
of the Tract, Morning and Evening Prayers for children and youth, 
&e. I have been instrumental in circulating a few volumes on Experi- 
mental and Practical Religion, and 7,934 parts of religious periodicals, 
at a low price or gratuitously. 

I have monthly appointments for preaching, lecturing, &o., at the 
Widow's Asylum, at the Seaman's Home, at the House of Refuge, 
and at the Moyamensing Prison; also weekly appointments at the 
Magdalen Asylum, at the Foster Home, and at my own house. 

From my Poor's Purse, &c., aid has been dispensed on 247 occa- 
sions. It is truly important, while imparting pecuniary aid, to ac- 
company the gift with the Gospel of Jesus Christ, in connection with 
prayer. 

The Lord make us holy, faithful, useful and happy in his blessed 
and holy service forever. Amen. 



Beport of Rev. G. Boyd Allinson, Assistant at St. James' Chnrcli, Philadelphia. 

The undersigned. Rector's Assistant in the Parish of St. James, 

Philadelphia, and Missionary among the poor in the adjacent districts, 

respectfully reports that during the past year ho has been officiating 

under the direction of the Rev. Dr. Morton, when not otherwise pre- 

, vented by infirmities of health. 

Number of baptisms administered 14 ; funerals attended 6 ; children 
catechized, Sundays 11 times, other days 38 ; solemnized one marriage. 

The night school for young men, mentioned in his last report, has 
been maintained during six months of the year, through the kind 
assistance of some members of the Church, and it is hoped that some 
good has been effected among the pupils, who have amounted to up- 
wards of thirty (30) in number. 



Report of the Rev. Edward Appleton, Assistant Rector of 8t. John's Charoh> 

Lancaster. 

Having accepted an unanimous call of the Vestry of St. John's 
Church, Lancaster, as their Assistant Rector, I entered upon my 
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duties about the let of Jaly, 1857. My regular Sunday duties have 
consisted of alternating with the Rector of the Church in reading the 
service and in preaching. In addition to this I have superintended 
the Sunday school, and once a month preached in the afternoon to the 
children iu the Church. The sermon on such occasions has always 
been preceded by a short service, the Litany having lately been used. 
Besides these duties, I have occasionally held cottage lectures during 
the week, either at the home for the aged and infirm members of the 
two parishes (St. James' and St. John's), or at the residences of others 
who have expressed a desire for such services. 

My official acts, which are included in the Rector's report, in addi- 
tion to those above enumerated, have consisted of the following, via : 
baptisms 17 ; burials 4. I have also held a « Teacher's Meeting" 
once a month, and a meeting for the moral, intellectual and religious 
improvement of young men on Wednesday evening of each week, with 
few exceptions. It mijght be proper to state that the amount of 
money contributed by tbe children of the Sunday school during half 
a year has been $15 62. 

The amount of my salary is $600 — ^no arrears. 



Report of the Rev. B. E. Appleton, of the Parish of St. Paul's Church, 
Columbia, Lancasteit County. 

Congregation, families 22, adults 71, children 35, total 106; bap- 
tisms, adults 11, infants 6, total 17; confirmed 18; communicants 
added 20, died or removed 2, present number 50; marriages 2; 
burials 1 ; public services, on Sundays 84, other days 22, total 106; 
children catechized, times 1 ; Sunday schools, male, teachers 1, pupila 
16, female, teachers 5, pupils 24, infant, teachers 1, pupils 7, total, 
teachers 7, pupils 47 ; Bible classes 1 , members 12, teacher 1 ; col- 
lections. Convention Fund (the collection for this purpose will be made 
next Sunday), Diocesan Missionary Society $8 74, Missionary and 
other purposes $43 39, total $52 13.

In my opinion, this is a 
measure of great importance ; the welfare of our congregation, I am 
satisfied, demands such a change.

The Home for Aged, Infirm, and Destitute Members of the Churc^, 
now contains seven inmates ; one hi^ving died a month or two since. 
During the last year « The Home'' has been incorporated ; the house 
and lot which now accommodate it, have been presented to it ; whilst 
the ladies are accumulating a fund, now amounting to nearly $500, to 
provide increased accommodations, when they shall be needed. 

The Parish schools continue as usual. There are about 90 schol- 
ars in them, under 3 teachers.

The Church op Que Savioue, Abinoton Township. — On the 
15th of July a Parish, with the above title, was regularly organized 
at Jenkintown, Montgomery county.

I left both congregation and Sunday school in a flourishing state. 
The people are very anxious that a pastor be sent to them soon.

The past year hss beeu a trying one for this infant Mission Church. 
Located as it is in the midst of the industrial and poorer classes, it has 
felt more severely the effect of the financial crisis, which has para- 
lysed the business of the country. The fluctuations of the congrega- 
tion have been such as to call for the strongest faith to surmount the 
discouragement arising therefrom. But notwithstanding these fre- 
quent and discouraging changes, incident to a suburban population, 
the aggregate of the congregation, comprising all who worship in this 
outpost church, at some time during the year, is large enough to bid 
us take courage and move onward. This is the true view to take of 
these fields in the common vineyard of our Lord. And in this view 
they are as important as others of much larger pretensions. Here 
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« tiie poor have the Ghwpel preached to them ;'' here the wayfaring 
and transient persons find a home during their sojourn , where they 
may refresh their souls ; here vice and wiokedness, which are apt to 
rear their boldest front in the outskirts of great cities, are seasonably 
rebuked, and thus most effectually preyented. And we feel assured 
that nothing can redound so much to the future well-being of this or 
any great city, as to foster just such timely efforts as this. 



Report of the Bar. Charles D. Cooper, Rector of St. Philip's Church, 
Philadelphia. 

The reports of this parish have heretofore been closed on the 1st of 
May, while the Bishop's have included all Episcopal acts during that 
month to the date of the Annual Convention ; and as our confirmations 
take place in May of each year, there has always been a discrepancy be- 
tween the report of the Bishop to the Convention and that of the Rector.

On the following day, Sunday 20th, three 
services were held with overwhelming congregations present. A col- 
lection in behalf of the Building Fund was taken on each occasion, 
which resulted in a handsome sum. The church being free from all 
debt, it was solemnly consecrated February 1st, by the Right Rev. 
Bishop of the Diocese, assisted by thirty of the reverend Clergy of 
this and other Dioceses, in the presence of an immense congregation. 

A large number of persons have come under my pastoral care since 
the opening of the new church, as may be seen by comparing the fore*

going BtatisticB wiih the report of last year. The attendaDoe is 
better and better every time the ehnrch is opened for services, 
which is twice every Sanday, every Wednesday evening, and once 
every day called for in the Prayer Book. Holy Communion cele- 
brated the first Sunday of every month, and on the High Festivals 
of the Church. It will be seen that the Sunday school has made 
a large increase over the old number, all of whom are sailors' children. 
Respecting the Sunday school^ it is but right to say that the increase 
is mainly attributable to the indefatigable efforts of seventeen ladies 
and two gentlemen of St. Peter's Church, who promptly responded 
to my call for volunteers to conduct the school. The hands of 
this devoted and holy band of men and women were soon strengthened 
by other volunteers from St. Paul's and Christ Church. Aided by 
these self-sacrificing Christians, I have been enabled to accomplish a 
vast deal of work among sailors and their families. Each teacher 
acts as a lay missionary with roe in visiting the sick and destitute, and 
affording spiritual consolation and temporal relief. 

The limits of a parochial report forbid my giving many interesting 
details, which would go to show the great good accomplished already 
by this mission, so worthy the regard and fostering care of all the 
churches in the Diocese. While the Diocese of New York is called 
upon to support two or three such missions, we are only asked to 
support one, and to make this one still more efficient it needs but the 
kindly support of all who have the salvation of souls at heart. The 
prospects of the mission were never more encouraging than at this 
time. We are at present without a Sunday school building and vestry 
room, the want of which somewhat retards our progress, but we hope 
before another year rolls round to have the funds to supply these 
wants. In connection with this mission, the establishment of a Home 
for Sailors while on shore is worthy the attention of our Church 
people. Thousands of seamen frequent this port, who are forced to 
put up in miserable dens, where they arc exposed to vice and crime, 
all for the want of a Church Home where they may be made com- 
fortable, and bo free from contaminating influences. Until we have 
such an institution, we must be content with the slow progress of reli- 
gion and morality among our brethren of the sea. 

God grant that the good work thus far carried on successfully, may 
be the happy means of effecting the salvation of many immortal souls/ 
through the merit of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.

Philadelphia.

The condition of the Church of the Resurrection continues, as here- 
tofore, to improve, though slowly, yet decidedly for its future pros- 
perity. The services are regular and well attended. Performed de- 
cently and in order, with sacred fervor. The G-ospel is preached in 
that order, which the Church has wisely directed the Scriptures to be 
read in the sacred service for the day. Whence the beauty of holi- 
ness is thus preserved throughout, and the worshippers edified, by 
hearing that portion of God's Word expounded, which has been con- 
nected with their devotions. By this method of speaking as the oracles 
of God, whilst it administers grace to the hearers, God himself is also 
thereby glorified through Jesus Christ. There is certainly as much 
liability of preaching ourselves at the present time, as in the days of 
the Apostles, and so also of handling the Word of God deceitfully. 
These will be found to be in a great measure avoided, by explaining 
the Scriptures in the Church's arrangement of them, for the service 
of each day. And also as expressed by the Apostle, « If our Gospel 
be hid, it is hid to them that are lost, in whom the God of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them who believe not, lest the light of the 
glorious Gospel of Christ, who is the image of God, should shine 
unto them." Our music is likewise simple, and of a devotional char- 
acter, wherein the whole congregation join. The responses are also 
quite general, and sufficiently loud, to be distinctly heard. Whence, 
notwithstanding we have not partaken, as some others have, of tho 
peculiar religious excitements of the day ; yet we feel ourselves to be 
always sealously affected in that which is good, administering grace 
to the hearers, and glory to God, in the face of Jesus Christ. 

With this faith, and hope that my faith and labor shall not be in 
▼ain in the Lord, I will endei^^or to continue, as heretofore, through 
much trouble and hard labor, to preach the blessed Gospel of Christ, 
with hope of success.

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the kiDdneRS and liberality of H. Jones Brooke, Esq., for an eligible 
lot 100 bj 220 feet for Chnrcb building purposes Amount of salarj 
promised, with aid from the Diocesan Missionary Society, $500. 

The parish is yet in its infancy. My predecessor, Bev. S. Hasle- 
hurst, who officiated for about eight months, was the first rector the 
congregation has had. We are without a church edifice, and soffer 
a great deal of inoonTenienoe in consequence. Through the kindness 
of our Methodist ft-iends we haye had the use of the lecture room of 
their building for morning service. An evening service is held at 
<< Brooke Hall Female Seminary,'' especially for the young ladiea at- 
tached to it, and through the kindness of Miss M. L. Eastman, the 
Principal, we have a comfortable room in the Seminary, for the Sun- 
day school. The public services are always well attended, and the 
prospects of the parish are in every way encouraging. A plan for a 
church edifice to accommo<]ate about 325 persons, has been just decided 
upon by the vestry, and already, steps taken towards the commence- 
ment of it. If we meet with such material aid from our brethren 
outside of the parish, as we hope to receive, the building will be ready 
for worship before the ensuing winter. 

Services have been recently commenced, in connection with the 
Parish at Todmorden (Grookville), about 2} miles from Media. The 
village, when the mills arc all in operation, which they will be now 
shortly, contains a population of about 400 people, with no other 
religions services. Through the kindness of Mr. S. Bancroft, the 
owner of the mills and surrounding property, we are permitted to use 
the beautiful church building in the village, originally built as a Pres- 
byterian Church, but deserted by them on account of legal difficulties 
in relation to it, and left without service of any kind for over six 
months. The services are well attended and the congregation increas- 
ing. A flourishing Sunday school is connected with it, with some 4 
or 5 teachers, and about 60 scholars. Our vestry have organized the 
field as a mission in connection with Christ Church, Media, and 
styled it Trinity Church. I officiate regularly here at 3i o'clock every 
Sunday p. M. It is a promising field, and under the blessing of Ood 
will, we trust, bring forth much fruit.

Visits to poor and sick folks 
have been numerous. My connection with St. Andrew's Church ter- 
minates with this report. 

My resignation as Assistant of St. Andrew's parish took effect on 
the 31st day of April, when I entered on the charge of St. James' 
Church, Downingtown, Pa. For statistics of this parish reference 
must be had to the former minister, whose duty it is to report the 
same. 

Report of the Rev. William Hilton, Rector of St. Paul's Ghuroh, Kittanning, 
Armstrong County.

In consequence of so many deaths and removals during the past 
year, this parish is smaller now than it has been at any time for the 
last ten years. But though discouraged we are not cast down, and 
hope soon again to see, through the blessing of God upon our labors, 
others coming in to fill up the vacancies. May the Lord soon grant us 
a time of refreshing from his presence, that our heart may rejoice in 
seeing this portion of his Zion in peace and prosperity. 

Our Thursday evening lecture has been very well attended during 
the winter, and we are encouraged to hope that the seed of the word, 
sown upon these occasions, will, in due time, bring forth fruit in 
some thirty, in some sixty, and in somo an hundred fold. Our Bible 
class, during the most part of the winter, was very well attended, and 
a good degree of interest seemed to be taken in studying the Word of 
God by the class generally. 
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I have Tisited Rimenburg, Clarion county, once dnring the paflt** 
jear, performed divine service thrice, preached three times, and ad- 
ministered the Lord's Sapper. I have also visited St. Michael's, 
Wayne township, three times during the past year ; the last visit was 
made in company with Rev. G. P. Hopkins, of Freeport, when several 
services were held and the Lord's Supper administered. This parish 
is still without a rector.

Besides the Sunday school and his half of the parochial viating, 
the Assistant Minister weekly attends a meeting of sundry of the 
young men of the parish, who have been formed by him into a society 
for their mutual improvement. He also often holds cottage lectures 
on Friday evenings. 

The Rector attends regularly, also, on Monday evenings upon the 
Bible cla.«8, the meetings of which close on June 1st, to begin again 
(D. Y."^ October 1. He also preaches statedly at both the poor house 
and the Lancaster county prison every other Sunday afternoon, visiting 
the prisoners also in their cells. This is a heavy addition to his 
duties, but so far has been favored with considerable success. The 
attendance and membership of St. John's iias fully doubled since the 
present amngement has been entered on (Sept 1, 1857), which is the 
cause of sincero thankfulness to God on the part of both the Assistant 
and the Rector.

Mj time has been principallj occupied in preaching and lecturing, 
and for the past three months have been engaged almost daily in 
meeting the demands for extra services in various places. 

The school at Aston Kidge has not been in session. It had been in 
successful operation for ten years ; and has exerted, I trust, an im- 
portant influence in the work of Christian education. The prospect of 
greater usefulness in the more active duties of the ministry has 
inclined me to discontinue it. I have preached about 50 sermons, 
have delivered about 40 lectures or addresses, and have assisted fre- 
quently in other services of the Church.

House. I still officiate regularly in the Children's Asylum, the Super- 
annuated Wards of the men, and the Convalescing Wards of the 
Female Insane department, annexing to thesc^ visits to the Hospital. 
In the course of the year I have distributed a very large number of 
Tracts, Prayer Books and Bibles to the inmates, and have made my- 
self useful in forwarding the temporal interests of many inmates of the 
House. I am glad to observe that the effects of my ministrations are 
visible in the decorous conduct of that portion of the house which 
comes beneath my guardianship, and the growing feeling of respect 
manifested towards the ordinances of our holy faith. The Missionary 
trusts to see the day when the services of such as himself will be more 
generally appreciated by the Church, and till then will labor on with 
undiminished trust in a good Providence. At the close of nine years' 
labor and upward, he does not regret devoting himself to the outcast, 
the destitute, and the despised, as he has ever regarded it as the true 
genius of Christianity, to seek out the most abject for the objects of 
its fostering care and beneficent regards.

It was stated in my last report to Convention, that an effort was 
being made to build a plank church, to cost about $1500, at the Gap 
Mines, in Lancaster county. I am now happy to state that Divine 
service was celebrated on Christmas morning last, in a neat gothio 
edifice of stone, instead of plank, 30 by 60, walls 2 feet thick, the 
corner-stone having been laid on the 14th September. The building 
is yet un painted and unpewed, and the interior arrangements incom- 
plete, but we shall contmuc to use it as it is. 

A Sunday school will be opened in a week or two, but without 
books, even as the church building was undertaken without funds in 
hand. My only capital was simple faitJi. Seeing the numbers that 
gathered from time to time at the carpenter's shop of the mine, when 
service was held there, I said to the few who were willing to help, 
»< let us rise up and build ; so they strengthened their hands for this 
good work," and God has signally blessed it, help having come from 
sources remote from the scene of operations, as well as near, and from 
very many not of our fold. My parish of All Saints' made a liberal 
contribution, and some of its zealous female members added materi- 
ally to the building-fund by getting up a festival during Christmas 
week. The stone, brick, sand, several wagon-loads of lime, hardware. 
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glass, nails, &g., and almost all the hauling (amounting in one case to 
about $60) were freely given. $1280 have been subscribed, and if it 
is all collected, we shall be short $300, for the church a$ it note stands. 

The Grap Mines Company kindly deeded to us nearly two acres of 
land for church -building and burial purposes. The partial fencing in 
of this, with what remains to be done to the building, will make the 
cost of the whole about $1800. For this inconsiderable sum a sab- 
stantial stone church will have been added to our list, in a mining dis- 
trict of the value of which, and of its importance in a religious point 
of view, by the consequent increase of population when the mines are 
fully worked, some idea may be formed from what an English mining 
Engineer says, in a late article concerning them, viz : — « I estimate 
the nickel ores now discovered to be at least 100,000 tons; the pro* 
duce of the mines at present is about 200 tons of nickel and 10 tons 
of copper ore per month. The mine is now in a condition to produce 
from 500 to 600 tons of nickel ore per month, and by opening one or 
two shafts more, I cannot see why from twice to three times th«t 
quantity cannot be produced by the immense resources explored, 
together with what must be laid open by sinking deeper, for it is still 
improving as it goes down, giving a certainty of immense returns for 
a long series of years.'' In addition to this there is a smelting com- 
pany established about three-fourths of a mile from the mines, who 
purchase the ore from the mining company and concentrate it into 
what is called << nickel matt." The nickel for the new cent piece is 
supplied from this source. A parish was duly organized on Easter 
Monday, by the title of Grace Church, Gap Mines, and a vestry 
elected. The neighborhood is thickly settled by a respectable and 
industrious class of persons, very many of whom are friendly to the 
Church, and regularly attend her services, and when the Scriptural 
basis on which she rests her claim is well understood, we may rea- 
sonably hope that a large and permanent congregation will be gathered. 

For All Saints' Church a new bell has been procured, a neat chan- 
cel-window inserted, and the chancel otherwise improved and enlarged, 
mainly through the exertions of a few zealous ladies of the congrega- 
tion, one of whom furnished a handsome carpet for it at her own cost. 
The collections for these improvements and for Grace Church, within 
this parish, are embraced in the statistics under the heading of " other 
purposes." The debt now reported as resting on All Saints' was 
incurred chiefly by the fitting up of a stone building belonging to the 
parish, as a residence for the sexton. 

The Female Seminary founded by myself in this parish, some three 
years since, is increasing in interest and value to the Church at large. 
It furnishes a desirable home for church-girls, under the care of accom- 
plished, refined, and experienced church- women, all of whom are corn- 
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municants of the churoii. When the healthMness and beaatj of the 
location, the range and thoroughness of the instraction afforded, the 
assiduous inculcation of Christian principles and moral discipline, to- 
gether with the very moderate terms of the institution, are considered, 
it would seem that church people had no just excuse for sending their 
daughters to Roman and other schools, when homes like this, and 
kindred ones in our diocese and elsewhere in our Church, are open to 
their children and wards. 

In view of what has been accomplished during the three years of 
mj ministry in this district, heretofore owned as a very unpromising 
field for the Church, and still presenting many obstacles to her exten- 
sion, we may humbly and gratefully exclaim, « Hitherto hath the 
Lord helped us," and in his strength go forward in the straight path 
of duty.

Every year many move 
from this parish, seeking to improve their temporal condition ; bat 
upon the whole a greater number come in, so there is a gradual in- 
crease. But the interest of the people in the affairs of the church, 
necessarily, under such circumstances fluctuates. The monetary diffi- 
culties of the nation fell peculiarly heavy upon this community, and 
for months every resource was cut off ; the members of this parish felt 
this very much. Upon the whole, under God, there is a perceptible 
advance for which we are grateful. Several young men now await 
confirmation ; they bid fair to be good workers. We consider that 
much of the predjudice existing heretofore against the Church, has 
given way before facts respecting the doctrines and usages of that 
church, and although much remains to be done, we are grateful for 
what we have attained through the six years of labor here. 



Report of the Rev. Samuel Tiffany Lord, Sector of Trinity Church, 
Conneautville, and Missionary in Crawford County. 

CONNEAUTVILLE. — Congregation, families 16, adults38, children 30, 
total 68 ; baptisms, adults 2, infants 17, total 19; confirmed none; six 
at least are awaiting an opportunity ; communicants, added 8, removed 
1, present number 15; marriage 1; public services, on Sundays 54; 
collections. Convention Fund $3 09, Missionary and other purposes 
$18 84; total $21 93. 

In consequence of the sale of the room we had occupied in Con- 
neautville, and our consequent lack of a comfortable place for holding 
our services, my labors had been suspended there for some five 
months, and were only resumed on Sunday, the fifth of last July. On 
the next day, Monday, the 6th, a parish was organized by the title 
of " The Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen of Trinity Church, 
Conneautville." And the vestry made arrangements very promptly 
for renting the Baptist meeting-house for one-half of the time. Since 
then we have had services regularly twice on every other Sunday, 
except some five weeks when I was confined at home with a severe 
attack of erysipelas, and one other Sunday when the dangerous 
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illness of one of my children prevented my leaving home. The at- 
tendance on our services has been encouraging. A melodeon has been 
purchased by two of the vestry , and the chaunts and singing add very 
materially to the interest in our worship. The parish has recently 
become incorporated, and has the promise of a lot for a church, to be 
given by Mr. William Power, a leading merchant in the place, who 
having giveii lots toothers is disposed to manifest the like kindness to us. 

RiCBMoND AND WooDCOCK. — After having given a morning ser- 
vice in Richmond and an afternoon service in Woodcock every fourth 
Sunday without very encouraging results, I determined to concentrate 
my labors by giving half my time io Woodcock. This arrangement 
commenced in August last, and continued to the middle of November, 
when the erysipelas confined me at home till Christmas, and so im- 
paired my strength as to render partial rest needful. Nor have I since 
resumed services there. The attendance on the services in Woodcock 
was encouraging, and we were seriously talking of procuring a lot, and 
putting up a small church after organizing a parish ; it being thought 
that in such case we might have a melodeon, and have chaunting and 
singing, such as would add to the interest and effectiveness of our 
worship. Public services, on Sundays, in Richmond 5, in Woodcock 
19, total 24 ; communicants 5. 

In addition to the above, I have assisted in the services at Mead- 
viile 25 times, and have preached 8 times. 

Could I reside in Conneautville or Woodcock it would enable me to 
render more efficient services ; or even were my salary sufficient to 
release me from manual labor in order to keep my family from suffer- 
ing, I could accomplish much more. As it is, I endeavor to do what 
I can. 



Report of Rev. Edward Lonnibery , Rector of St. Jude's Church, Philadelphia. 
Baptisms, adults 11, infants 24, total 35 ; confirmed 22 ; commu- 
nicants, added 45, died 2, removed or stricken from the list 34, pre- 
sent number 1G9 ; burials 15 ; marriages 4 ; public services, on Sun- 
days 104, other days 68, total 162; Sunday Schools 2, teachers 23, 
scholars 160; Bible classes 3, members 34; collections, Episcopal 
Fund $15, Convention Fund $10 ; Foreign Missions $56, Episcopal 
Hospital $45, aged and infirm Clergy $22 83, Diocesan Missions 
$33 58, for the poor (including communion alms) $368 14, other 
collections in church for various church purposes $291 24, collected 
for Missionary purposes in Bible classes and Sunday schools $115, 
total $956 79. In addition to this $1454 07 have been raised within 
the parish since my last report to complete the payment for our new 
organ, which has been put up within the year at a cost of about 
16 
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$2500. The Rector's salary, $1200, continues to be promptly pud in 
advance. 

The year past has been one of abundant blessing, especially in the 
elements and evidences of a true spiritual growth. The statistics 
of the parish present indeed but few tokens of outward progress. As 
I intimated last year, we can scarcely look for this until the erection 
of a Sunday school building shall enable us to throw open to the con- 
gregation the transepts of the church, which are now, of necessity, 
occupied by our Sunday schools. I trust this serious obstacle will 
not much longer impede our growth. 



Report of the Rev. John P. Lundy, Rector of Emmanuel Church, Holmes* 
burg, Philadelphia. 

Congregation, families 57, adults 150, children 90, total 297 ; bap- 
tisms, adults 11, infants 6, total 17; confirmed 20; communicants, 
added 19, present number 81 ; burials 2 ; public services, on Sundays 
104, other days 40, total 144; children catechized several times; 
Sunday schools 2, teachers 11, pupils 96; Bible classes 2, members 
10, teachers 2 ; collections. Convention Fund $16 46, Society Ad- 
vancement of Christianity $11 41, Missionary and other purposes, 
$57 94, total $85 81 ; amount of salary the clergyman is entitled to 
receive $725 ; arrears of salary none. 

This report relates chiefly to the time during which the present in- 
cumbent has had charge of the parish, viz., the last six months. 

On the 21 St of last September the corner-stone of a new church 
building was laid, which is now nearly ready for occupation. This 
building i* of Trenton stone, in the Gothic style of architecture, with 
tower, spire, reccsschancel and south porch ; and is capable of seat- 
ing from four to five hundred persons, at a cost of about $10,000. 

The ladies of the Sewing Circle during the past winter have made 
about seventy garments for the Indian Mission, under the charge of 
the Rev. J. Lloyd Breck. 



Report of the Rev. Edward L. Lyoett, Rector of the Church of the Redeemer, 
Lower Merion, Montgomery County. 

Congregation, families, actual residents the whole year 26, adults 
and minors, not including children, between 60 and 70, children about 
30 ; communicants 22, baptisms, infants 5 ; burials 2 ; Sunday school 
1, teachers 3, scholars 25 ; public services, once on every Sunday, and 
during eight months in the year a service and lecture on every 
Wednesday afternoon ; collections for church debt $1242 68, for other 
objects $40 ; salary $1000. 
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The above does not give the average oongregation or communioaiitg 
even of those who are with us seven months out of the year. But as 
most if not all the families who worship with us during the summer 
and fall months are pew-^holders elsewhere, it would be unfair to present 
them in this report. The average attendance all the year round, how- 
ever, may he reported as steadily on the increase.

Report of the Rev. Richard Channing Moore, Rector of Christ Church, 

Williamsport. 

Baptisms, infants 4, adult 1, total 5 ; confirmed 2 ; communicants, 
added 5, present number 40 ; marriage 1 ; burial 1 ; the usual ser- 
vices have been performed on Sunday, and also on the chief holy days. 
During a portion of the year there has also been a weekly evening lec- 
ture, and an adult Bible class. The Sunday school continues to flourish ; 
the contributions for missions and other objects about $100. 

Through the kind assistance of friends in Philadelphia and elsewhere, 
the church has been furnished with a fine bell and a handsome marble 
font.

Report of the Rev. J. K. Harphj, Rector of Calvarj Church, Rockdale, and 
of the PariBh of St. John's Church, Concord, Delaware County. 

Calvary Church, Rockdalb. — Congregation, families removed 
6, added 8, present number 82 ; baptisms, adults 2, infants 27, 
total 29 ; no confirmations, the Bishop not having visited the pariah 
during the year; communicants, added 10, died or removed 7, 
present number 50; marriages 5; funerals 22; public servicea, 
on Sundays 52, other days 57, total 109; Sunday school 1, 
teachers 17, scholars 142; collections, for African Missions $20, 
for Rev. J. L. Breck's Mission $15, for Christmas Fund $5 50, 
for Convention Fund $5, which, with the amount of the oflFer 
tory ('for the needy poor of the parish) $52 44, amount to a total of 
$97 ^4. As heretofore, all other collections in the Church have been 
taken to defray its current expenses, which this year have been 
barely met. Salary promised $300, with the use of the parsonage ; 
arrears $64 50. These arrears arc entirely owing to the large share 
our people here have had in the commercial troubles of the past winter. 
Being almost exclusively composed of operatives in the various mills of 
the neighborhood, they have been for several months together, out of 
work, and consequently without the means of self-support, to say 
nothing of the maintenance of their church and pastor. They have, 
however, remembered the wants of both as far as they have been en- 
abled, and their minister cheerfully records that in the midst of their 
deep poverty, their liberality has in many ways abounded towaids him 
and towards each other. 

St. John's Church, Concord. — Congregation, families removed 
2, added 3, present number 36; baptisms, adult 1, infants 3, total 
4 ; confirmed 3 ; communicants, added 5, died or removed 4, present

May the great Head of the Church, 
who has permitted the trials of the past to take place for the further- 
ance of our faith in Him, and for the increase of our love for one 
another, make us all abound in good works more and more, according 
to the measure of his blessings and the needs of men.

Report of the Rev. Louis C. Newman. 

Since my transfer (Nov. 16, 1857) to this Diocese, I have officiated 
or assisted in reading service on 22 occasions ; assisted in the distri- 
bution of the Holy Communion 11 times ; preached 19 times, lectured 
4 times ; baptized 2 adults, (Jews) and 1 infant in private. Dur- 
ing the same period I visited 478 Jewish families; in nearly all of 
these I was permitted to proclaim the glorious riches of the Grospel of 
Christ. I have distributed a few Bibles and Prayer Books, and several 
thousand pages of Tracts. 

Previous to my transfer I preached in the churches of this city 20 
times, and officiated or assisted 18 times. My poor purse has not only 
been the means of imparting relief to many poor and destitute sons 
and daughters of Abraham, but also a proof that the followers of the 
Lamb are anxious to ameliorate the afflicted condition of the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel.

There has been no visitation 
of the parish by the Bishop since the last report, and therefore no 
confirmation. Five members of the congregation have been confirmed 
in other parishes, and a class is now being prepared for that rite. 
Marriages 3 ; burials 4 ; public services, on Sundays 104, on other 
occasions 64 ; the regular weekly services have been for some time 
interrupted in consequence of the enlargement of the church ; children 
catechized every month ; congregational Bible class 30 ; contributions 
of the Sunday school for Missionary purposes $358 71 ; communion 
alms $112, other purposes $187, total $657 71 ; Sunday school, 
teachers 13, pupils about 100; Rector's salary $600. No arrears. 

For reasons which it is not necessary here to name, the erection 
of the new church referred to in the last report was abandoned. In- 
stead thereof the present church building is being enlarged. This 
will be accomplished at a cost of some $4300. It will give us a hand- 
some, substantial and church-like building, with an increase of some 
thirty-five pews, a large and extremely pleasant lecture and Sunday 
school room, together with separate apartments for the Rector's study, 
a Bible class and infant school.

The number of families belonging to St. Luke's Church, Altoona, are 
21 ; since October 1st, 1857, the number of baptisms has been 1 adult 
and 12 infants ; confirmed 4 ; communicants, added 8, removed 7 ; 
public services, Sundays 88, week services 21, total 109 ; Sunday 
school, male, teachers 4, scholars 14, female, teachers 3, scholars 17; 
Bible class 15. 

St. John's Church, Huntingdon. — Families 9; baptisms, in- 
fants 8 ; confirmations 6 ; communicants, added 8, removed 1 ; num- 
ber of public Sunday services 14, weekly services 27, total 41 ; Sun- 
day school, male, teachers 3, scholars 13, female, teachers 5, scholars 
10, total, teachers 8, scholars 29 ; Bible class 13 ; contributions, Af- 
rican Mission S3, Delegate Fund $2 90, Disabled Clergymen $3. 
Contributes $100 per year for support of Clergyman.

I resigned the charge of this mission on the 1st of November, 1857. 
This report extends from May 25th, to that date.

I beg to report -that from my resignation of the Church of the Holy 
Apostles, Philadelphia, until March 12, 1858, I continued to reside 
in that city and to preach and assist in divine service in various 
churches. I administered the Holy Communion twice ; assisted in 
the same 8 times ; preached 19 times ; baptised 2 adults and 8 children 
for the parish of the Holy Apostles ; buried 1 adult and 1 child for 
the same, and one for the Church of the Nativity ; married one couple. 

During the summer I baptized 4 slave children in Talbot county, 
Md., and in February one in Worcester county, of the same State. 
Since March I have resided and officiated as rector-elect of All Hal- 
lows, Worcester county, Md. 



Report of the Rev. Robert Paul, Rector of St. Jamea* Charch, Perkiomen, 
Montgomery County. 

Congregation, families 45; baptisms, adult 1, infants 11, total 12; 
communicants, added 3, died 4, present number, about 40 ; burials 8 ; 
public services, on Sundays 90, other days 42, total 132 ; Sunday school 
1, male teachers 4, female teachers 10, male pupils 39, female pupils 46, 
total, teachers 14, pupils 85 ; oollections.

experimental and undefilcd religion. 

Since the present rector took charge of the parish in Atigosi lfl*s, Ire 
has had the pleasurti of seeing, during a coosidcrable portion of lb* 
time, encouragingly large congregationis, and on a omubur t»f oeeasicftr 
during the fall and wiutorj tUc church has been well ftlled. 

The Holy Commuo i o a h as boe n ad m m is tereci mtm t * ' » ' 
ance has been such as to encourage the befi^ '' 
been the custom heretofore to admif '

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Oar week evening lectures in the Bchool house, and subsequent 
meetings for social prayer, have been found to be eminently encour- 
aging and profitable ; on these occasions an opportunity is offered to 
brethren to engage in singing such hymns as they may themselves 
select, and to engage in extemporaneous prayer, and the result hns 
been most happy and encouraging. 

We have several candidates in readiness for confirmation, and it is 
hoped that the Assistant Bishop will visit the parish as soon as con« 
venient after entering upon his duties. And, as the present rector 
expects shortly to remove to a distant field, be earnestly prays that 
under the pastoral care of some suitable clergyman this parish may 
yet regain more than its former strength, and that here many << living 
stones'' may yet bo collected to occupy an important place in the 
spiritual Temple of the Lord. It is interesting to add that the Sab« 
bath school is in a more than usually flourishing state. 



Report of the Rer. Robert B. Peet, Rector of St. Paul's Ghurob, Montrose, 
Sasqaehanna County. 

Number of families 40 to 50, adults 100, children 56, total 156 ; 
number of baptisms, adults 3, infants 7, total 10 ; confirmed 5 ; com- 
municants, added 6, removed 2, present number 44 ; marriages 2 ; 
burials 3; public services, on Sundays 93, other days 60; Sunday

15. There has also been a parish school connected with the church, 
and an evening school for the colored people under charge of some of 
the ladies. Contributions — the missionary offerings of this parish arc 
made by an annual subscription to the Parish Missionary Society. 
The money for the present year has not yet been collected, and will, 
therefore, come under the report for next year. The following sums 
have, however, been given during the past year : Society for Advance- 
ment of Christianity S5, Foreign Missions $6, from Sunday school 
$20, Convocation Fund $2 12, Episcopal Hospital $24 50, other collec- 
tions $93, expenses for parish school $100, total $252 82.

A new bell 
has been purchased, and a silver communion service has been given 
by various persons. The church was opened for the first time on 
Eastcrday last. In addition to the completion of the new church, the 
vestry has just purchased a house and lot for a rectory. The present 
condition of the parish is very encouraging; so far as regards the 
attendance upon the services and the state of its finances. The Bector 
has had abundant cause for thankfulness to a kind Providence, in 
directing him to a field of labor so promising and so pleasant.

Notwithstanding the impaired health of the rector of this parish, 
he has devoted much time to the duties of the ministry, and reports a 
corresponding progress in temporal and spiritual concerns. The con- 
gregation increases in numbers; the members are becoming more 
happily united, and the state of religion is encouraging. The rector 
baa extensively visited his parishoners. About seventy-five Prayer 
Books have been distributed, principally among the English and Irish 
operatives in the vicinity. The ladies' association has rendered effec- 
tive aid to the vestry ; and a large amount of charity has been given 
to the suffering poor during the past winter and spring. Our pros- 
pects are such as demand thankfulness to the Father of all mercy and 
call for renewed zeal and devotion for the future. 



Report of the Rev. George T. Rider, Reotor of Locust Qrove Female Semi- 
nary, and St. John's Charoh, Lawrenceville, Alleghany County. 

Locust Grove Seminary. — Notwithstanding the very serious 
financial difficulties of the past year, this Institution has enjoyed an 
uninterrupted and even increasing measure of prosperity. The num- 
ber of boarding pupils has more than doubled since the last report. 
Teachers of the most distinguished ability preside over each depart- 
ment, and habits of conscientious, diligent scholarship generally prevail 
among the pupil^. A deep interest in spiritual things has been clearly 
manifested for several months, and at the late visitation of the Rt. 
Rev. J. H. Hopkins, D.D., twelve of the pupils were admitted to the 
rite of Confirmation. It is now believed that Locust Grove Seminary 
stands inferior to no other similar institution in the prosecution of the 
great work of Christian training in the Church of Christ. 

St. John's Church, Lawrenceville, has enjoyed a year of 
general prosperity and fruitfulness. The congregations continue large 
and regular. Services have been sustained without interruption. The 
Sunday school numbers about 125. I have baptized 2 adults, and 2 
infants; I have officiated at 3 burials, one of them in the parish of 
Calvary Churchy East Liberty ; 24 candidates received Confirmation, 
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one of them from Calvary Church, East Liberty. The present number 
of communicants is 50. The parish is now paying a regular salary of 
$300. As yet no contributions have been made for extra parochial 
objects. 



Report of the Rev. James W. Robins. 

His connection with St. Mark's Church, Philadelphia, ceased upon 
the Ist day of June, 1867. Upon the 14th of September, 1857, he 
was elected Principal of the Academy of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in Philadelphia, and has since been engaged in the duties of 
that office.

Amount of indebtedness of the church 
of the parish, none. Amount of salary the clergyman is entitled to 
receive $100 from Diocesan Society, $100 from Wilkesbarre, $400 
rom people. Arrears of salary none, payments are always prompt 
and free. 

I took charge of this Parish on the 1st of September, 1857. A hall 
was immediately procured and fitted up and regular service has ever 
since been held. The foundations of a church to cost $3000, and ac- 
commodate 400 people are laid, and it is hoped the edifice will be 
completed before fall. Services have been held in the neighboring 
county, and I biivo preuched sometimes 5 or C sermons a week. The 
Lord Uo8 bleared us, and we are weekly gain tug ground. There is no 
etrtbly reason why a Urgi^ nud flouriftbing Choreh may not be estab- 
Halted hcr^* Wc ^]\.V: utnl do need aid in our infancy, that coming 
io inatTrr>. ■ lJ^\, ^vf! uiEiy be able to aid others.

Report of the Rer. John Rodney, Reotor, and Rer. B. Wistar Morris, Assis- 
tant Minister of St. Lake's Ghuroh, Oermantown. 

The number of families 200, and parishioners about 1100 ; of these 
60 families are attached to the free chapel of St. Luke's, 10 families 
have also joined with the new parish of the Holy Cross ; communi- 
cants, added 49, died and removed 11, leaving 313 ; baptisms 49, of 
whom 6 were adults ; confirmed 27 ; funerals 17 , marriages 5 ; 
Sanday schools, teachers 30, pupils 300 ; Bible classes, of young 
ladies and gentlemen 2, and 25 attendants; children catechized 12 
times; Church services 196; parish school, 1 teacher and 40 pupils, 
who receive religious instructions statedly, and attend the week day 
services of the Church. 

Contributions and collections, for support of the Parish School $400, 
for Free Mission of St. Luke's $600, Episcopal Hospital $128, 
Christmas, Episcopal and Convention Funds $60, Ladies Association 
for Bev. Mr. Breck and Nashotah $150, for and by the Sunday school 
of the Church $300, Domestic Missions $285, for the poor of the 
parish by Dorcas Society and other alms $450, making $2438^ spent 
in church improvements $800, total $3233. 

The Free Mission of St. Luke's, under the Eev. Mr. Diehl, reports 
to the rector its results for the past year, viz. communicants 57 ; 
baptisms 55, of which 6 were adults; confirmed 22; funerals 
G; marriages 4 ; Sunday school, 15 teachers and 214 scholars. About 
60 families of church people attend, and 40 others which send children 
to Sunday school, to whom the Missionary has made during the year 
1157 pastoral visits. This mission has recently organized as an inde- 
pendent Church, under the name of St. John the Baptist, and chosen 
a vestry ; they have received also subscriptions for the erection of a 
church amounting to $2800. Two other parishes have likewise been 
started (within the limits of St. Luke's), the Church of the Holy Cross, 
and the Oaklane Mission, both of which have secured valuable lots 
for building upon, and will withdraw a number of communicants from 
St. Luke's. The last named mission, Oaklane, has been supplied with 
regular Sunday services by the clergy of St. Luke's, and by a candidate 
for orders, Mr. John A. Harris, acting as lay reader. The congregation 
consists of about 100 persons.

During the winter, through infirmity and age, I have been able 
to render but few services since last November, and also the state of 
the church, being out of repair, rendered it unsafe for persons to as- 
semble, though I am happy to say that we have now the church duly 
and legally settled, and I trust may yet prove an ark of blessing 
and safety to many for years to come. I pray that the Great Head of 
of the Church may revive and bless his cause in this place. 



Report of the Rev. William W. Spear, D.D., Rector of the Church of the 
Mediator, Philadelphia. 
Families 160, adults 350, children 300 ; baptisms, adults 4, infants 
59; confirmed 16; communicants, added 40, died or removed 20, 
present number 160 ; marriages 3 ; burials 21 ; services, on Sundays 
125, other days 75, total 200 ; children catechized once a month ; 
Sunday schools, male 1, teachers 8, scholars 50, female 1, teachers 
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12, scholars 75, infant 2, scholars 100 ; Bible classes 2, scholars 25 ; 
collections and subscriptions, Communion Alms $183, Dorcas Society 
$144, weekly collections for current expenses $201, Sunday school 
offerings $100, Donations to pay balance due on repairs and improve- 
ments and to meet deficiency in income $875, for Diocesan Missionary 
Society $27, Domestic and Foreign Missions $35, Jewish Missionary 
Society $20, repairs of Sunday school building $35; property be- 
sides building and lot, none ; salary $1600 ; arrears $200. 

The hope which was expressed in my last report, that this church 
would in another year become self-supporting, though altogether 
reasonable at the time, has been to some extent disappointed. The 
peculiar circumstances of the past season have greatly increased the 
number of the poor among us and crippled the efforts of the rich. 
Many of our pewholdtrs have been unable to pay their rents, and 
many of our former benefactors have been unable to supply their lack 
of service, or even to make good their own engagements with us. 
Soon after my last report, a subscription was raised to complete the 
tower of the church, which is essential to the decency of its exterior 
appearance ; but before the work was actually begun, the commercial 
reverse came and deprived us of the whole ; and from the same cause 
some of the subscriptions due on the improvements previously made, 
failed to be realized. More serious losses were occasioned by the re- 
moval of several of our most active vestrymen from the neighborhood, 
which obliged them to withdraw their support, and by the failing 
health of several of our most zealous helpers in the Sunday schools, 
which obliged them to cease their labors. I have been without any 
clerical assistance, except occasionally in the Sunday night services, 
which were additional to those of the morning and afternoon, and 
were intended to be free to all who would attend. I was obliged also 
to depend upon the assistance of others, during a serious illness of 
fever, which interrupted my labors during the entire season of Lent, 
and left me of course without my usual strength for some time after. 
In addition to all these hindrances, several new enterprises like oar 
own, churches, chapels and Sunday schools have been established by 
different denominations in our immediate neighborhood, or within the 
reach of our own people, which have tended for the time to divide the 
public interest and patronage, and to diminish both the number of 
our attendants and the amount of our available resources ; although 
in the end it is hoped that all will prosper and prove a blessing to the 
community and each other. 

But notwithstanding all these hindrances, the statistics above given 
show, that we have made some progress ; and it is a source both of 
surprise and thankfulness, that we have not on the whole lost ground. 
We are resolved not to be discouraged, but to use every effort to

I have been engaged in visiting from house to house in Frankford 
and its vicinity. Many persons who are out of the reach of the ordinary 
preaching of the Gospel have thus been made to hear the claims of the 
blessed Redeemer to their love and obedience, and been urged to give 
themselves up to his service, not, it is hoped, without effect. 

I also officiated one month at St. Philip's Church, Summit Hill, 
Carbon County, during which time services were held twice on each 
Sunday, and a house lecture during the week. 

The Rev. D. S. Miller has been assisted by me on all occasions when 
my services were required. 

I have performed 8 baptisms, solemnized 2 marriages, attended 7 
funerals, officiated in the pulpit and at lectures 24 times, aided in 
giving relief to those in necessity during the past winter, and circulated 
225 to 250 tracts and religious papers monthly, besides the occa- 
sional distribution of these and other publications.

During the year I have retained my connection with the Mission 
now removed from Market Street, and established in the parish of 
Trinity Chapel. On the 25th of May, 1857, the corner stone of this 
church building was laid, and in October the Sunday school removed 
to it and services commenced. These are attended even without any 
regular ministerial visitation, by about 150 persons, the Sunday school 
numbering 300, with 30 teachers. The Rev. R. C. Matlack has re- 
cently been elected Rector by the Vestry, and has accepted the call. 
This plain church (in the midst of forty squares without a church of 
any kind) and adapted for a congregation of ^ve hundred, and a Sun- 
day school of like number, will, under Divine guidance, carry a rich 
blessing to the rapidly increasing population west of 20th, and below 
Market street. 

The lot is on ground rent, and the church and parsonage attached, 
cost $11,000. There still remains one half of this sum to be paid off. 
I have preached 41 times, married 2 couples, and attended 3 funerals.

The burial ground and yard at the church Lave been enclosed with 
an excellent wall of stone in mortar, capped with a painted roof at an 
expense of two or three hundred dollars, not included in the collec- 
tions above named. The Missionary Society of the parish has con- 
tinued its contribution towards the support of the Missionary at St. 
Clair, and the Parish Library is gradually increasing. The Sunday 
schools are prosperous, and on Easter Sunday held a joyous anniver- 
sary, appropriating their offering to sundry deserving purposes and 
objects of church enterprise, an earnest, it is hoped, of an increasing 
future experience of the truth that " it is more blessed to give than to 
receive."

The Trustees of the Christmas Fund for disabled clergymen, respeotfally 
report: — ^That since the last annual statement thej have received $1476 20, 
of which $1388 30 was contributed by fifty-one churches, one dollar by an 
individual, and $86 90 from interest on temporary investment in loan of the 
City of Philadelphia. 

The balance in the Treasurer's hands at the commencement of the fiscal 
year was $1066 68. There has been expended since that time the snm of 
$1576 06, leaving $966 82 to meet the expenditure for the remainder of the 
year. There remains also seventeen hundred dollars still invested to meet 
any unusual demand which may arise daring that time. 

The benefits of the Trust have been extended during the year to five 
clergymen, and the widows of three at an expenditure of fifteen hundred 
and seventy-five dollars.

The Convention assembled and attended Divine Service. 

The Morning Prayer was read by the Rev. Dr. Newton, 
assisted by the Kev. D. C. Millett. 

The Ante-Communion Service was read by the Rev. 
Edwin M. Van Deusen, D.D. 

The sermon was preached by the Rev. M. A. DeWolfe 
Howe, D.D., from Amos vii. 2 : "By whom shall Jacob 
arise ? for he is small." 

The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Rt. Rev. 
the Assistant Bishop, assisted by the Rev. R. A. Castle- 
man, Rev. Drs. Newton, Van Deusen and Mr. Millett. 

The Religious Services concluded, the Convention was 
called to order by the Assistant Bishop, when, on motion 
of Mr. George M. Wharton, the calling of the Roll was 
postponed until 5 o'clock, p.m. 

The Secretary read the Minutes of the proceedings of 
yesterday, which were approved. 

The Assistant Bishop then delivered his Address, as 
follows : 

Brethren op the Clergy and Laity: — 

Mj consecration to the office of Assistant Bishop of this Diocese 
took place on the 25th of August last. The seryices were held in 
Christ Church in this city. There I was confirmed by the venerable 
Bishop White, and there^ in the month of August, just thirty>fiye 
years before, I was admitted by the same honored Prelate to the Dia« 
conate. It was a circumstance not without additional interest to 
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myself^ that my Consecrator should have been our indefatigable Mis- 
sionary Bishop for the Northwest — ^Dr. Kemper — ^from whom, when he 
was acting as Missionary under the old Advancement Society, I heard 
in my early boyhood, and for the first time in my life, the beautiful 
services of our Church. 

Immediately after my Consecration I entered upon the duties of my 
Office, with no inadequate views, 1 trust, of the greatness of the work, 
no exaggerated sense of my own fitness for it, and not, I hope, with- 
out a dependence on that Great Being from whom all holy desires, all 
good counsels, and all just works do proceed. 

Without any experience to guide me, it was impossible for me to lay 
any reliable plans, reaching far into the future. I therefore adopted 
the simple method of accepting duty just as it offered, though this 
was attended with the disadvantage of sometimes compelling me to 
retrace my steps unnecessarily. The facilities of travel, however, 
are now so great that the physical labor of visiting the Piocese is not 
to be named as a hardship — at least when compared with the prodi- 
gious fatigues that my predecessors must have undergone. 

It saddens me that my first Address to you must open with so large 
a record of the work of death amongst us during the last year. It 
will not be in vain, however, if only it effectually reminds us of tho 
Master's words — " Be ye also ready." 

In December last I was called to the melancholy duty of attending 
and assisting at the funeral of our late Diocesan, the Kt. Key. H. U. 
Onderdonk, D.D. The preliminary services were held in St. Peter's 
Church in this city — the interment took place in the beautiful and 
quiet cemetery of St. James the Less. There, clothed in his robes of 
office, we committed to their last resting place all that was mortal of 
him who had stood to us in so near and sacred a relation. Now that 
he is " no more in the world," I am sure that all will rejoice with 
me that he departed in full standing as a Bishop in the Church of 
God, and to remember him by those qualities which equally become the 
Man, the Christian, and tho Bishop. Courteous and fair in the discharge 
of his perplexing duties, singularly cautious and restrained in speak- 
ing of those who were opposed to him, indefatigable in his laborious 
office, eloquent in the pulpit, and irrefutable in his defences of the 
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Churchy we may welP rejoice that such a man's sun went calmly down, 
and that his life and labors ended together. 

In this result no one, I know, rejoices more heartily than our own 
honored Diocesan, to whose effective eloquence in the House of 
Bishops this happy result is largely due. The dead are in the hands 
of God, and 'tis well for us that we are not called to strike the balance 
of their virtues and their faults. Whilst we labor to imitate the one, 
and to avoid the other, let us consider that the utmost that any man 
can wish or hope for, is to have inscribed upon his tomb — « A sinner 
saved by grace." 

A brief interval passes, and we are again called to pay the last sad 
honors to another eminent servant of Christ and His Church, the Rev- 
Bird W1L8ON, D.D., who, with the weight of more than eighty yean 
upon him, went down to the grave like a shock of corn, ripe in its season. 
It would be difficult to find in the annals of our own or of any other 
Church, of our own or any other times, a more spotless character than 
that of Dr. W. Learned beyond the common measure, and occupying 
always, first in the Law, and subsequently in the Church, a high position, 
he was as remarkable for modesty and an unassuming deportment, as fiir 
the solidity of his attainments, the steadiness of his principles, the sim- 
plicity and depth of his piety. With a benevolence that embraced 
all men, he probably never had an enemy. And now that he is gone, 
the Church mourns in him the loss of a man whose well-balanced 
mind kept him at a distance from all extremes, whose charity was 
that which hopeth all things, and whose calm and consistent life was a 
perpetual comment upon his principles, as well as a beautiful illustra- 
tion of the (}o8pel. Standing by the still fresh grave of suck a man 
one cannot but breathe the wish — Sit anima mea cum tllo. 

Two other deaths among the Clergy of the Diocese. I am pained 
also to record, vii : the Rkv. W. R Hinds and the Rkv. William 
Alexander. Personally, both of them were strangers to me. I knew 
them only by report The first, as an invalid, long laid aside by infir- 
mity from active labor, but ever ready to use the ample means with 
which Providence had endowed him, in farthering the cause and King- 
dom of his Master. The latter, as an earnest and faithful laborer, 
for many years, in one of the prisons of this city, and more recently 
as assistant in the Chonsh of the Atonement. We are more impressed 
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perhaps by the sight of a work faithfully done, than of trials uncom- 
plainingly borne. Yet, in reality, the patient sufferer of God's will 
honors him as truly as the most active laborer in His vineyard. 
« They ahK> serve who only stand and wait.'^ Of both these departed 
Brethren, and equally, we may say, << Blessed are the dead who die in 
the Lord ; for they rest from their labors and their works do follow 
them." 

I proceed to the enumeration of the Episcopal Acts, which have 
been performed in the Diocese since May 28, 1858 ; and first of those 
by Bishop Lee, of Delaware, before my Consecration.

Most of these changes, I know only by credible report. Of the 
majority, I have received no official notification. 

Let me not fail, here, to acknowledge the kindness and hospitality 
that I have everywhere met in traversing the Diooese, and which, 
anticipating and exceeding all my wishes, leaves me nothing to regret 
bat my inability to make any adequate return for it He that seeks 
for bold and pictoresque scenery, for fertile, finely cultivated fields, 
for regions rich in mineral resources, — for a people industrious, thriving 
and happy, need not go beyond the bounds of our own Diocese. And 
if the Christian traveller could only see the Church flourishing and ade- 
quately sustained — ^fields white to the harvest, occupied and cultivated, 
and means at hand to answer the earnest cry that strikes the ear from so 
many quarters, << come over and help us,'' there would be little wanting 
to complete his satisfaction. But instead of all this, the Bishop, as he tra- 
verses the Diocese, sees everywhere feeble Churches, struggling for a 
doubtful existence — ^the most promising fields neglected, because there 
are neither men to go nor means to send — ^whilst error, in every form 
that the busy brain of man can devise, from the first faint departure from 
« the faith once delivered to the Saints,'' down to the most unmitigated 
heresy, is scattered broadcast over the land. Everywhere, almost, we 
are in a very scanty minority. Everywhere, we are surrounded by a 
crowd of sects, differing more vehemently among themselves, often, 
than from us. And every hour the evil grows. By a law that seems 
to be as uniform and universal as any other, schism is sure at last to 
be its own punishment. They who abandon the truth, as it is in Jesus, 
who cast off the ancient creeds as the best exponents of that truth, are 
quite certain soon to differ and divide again. I have seen in the same 
town five, six or more Christian Churches, bearing the same generic 
name, but differing hopelessly among themselves on some inconsidera- 
ble point of doctrine or discipline. I say not this to reproach them. 
God forbid I We are not their judges. And we have too many faults 
and evils among ourselves to justify us in being forward to criticise 
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and condemn others. But I do say it as a warning and lesson to ns 
to stand by the ancient landmarks, to adhere to the faith once deliv- 
ered to the Saints — to uphold as an authority only less than diyine, 
the Creeds, the Offices and the Liturgy of the Church. There we shall 
find rest unto our souls. There, and there only, <' the truth as our 
Lord hath commanded, and as the Church hath received the same," 
is safe from the restless spirit — ^the busy innovating hand of man. 

The Munonary Work of the Diocese has gone on through the past 
year, if without any diminution, probably without any material 
increase. There is no denying the fact that the means now available 
for this end are wholly inadequate to the exigency. Were funds at 
hand for it, the number of Missionary fields could be at once doubled, 
whilst, in many instances, the new stations would probably hold out 
fairer prospects than many of the old ones. Here is a condition of 
things that demands the serious consideration of all who love the Gos- 
pel and the Church, and have the means to promote their prosperity. 
I hope much for this end, when in accordance with the judgment both 
of the Bishop and of the Convention, our Missionary operations shall 
come to be conducted under a single organization. Activities that spring 
from rivalry should have no place in the Church of Christ. Nor can we 
look for the blessing of Ood, however good the object, on funds con- 
tributed on the principle of emulation. I trust that the hour of a 
complete reunion in our Missionary labors is at hand. I am sure it is 
the wish, the ardent wish, of the Diocese at large, and not least so, of 
the Missionaries themselves. Few things have gratified me more, in 
traversing the Diocese, than the existence, almost everywhere, of a 
kindly and fraternal feeling. Differences of opinion no doubt exist, 
and always will. But little harm would come of this, if those who 
differ would not presume to speak with authority as if their voice was 
certainly the voice of the Church, or to insist upon it as a condition 
of fellowship and co-operation, that their views of doctrine, disci- 
pline and worship, shall be accepted as the only true and safe ones. 
Since the Church bears with us all, it seems not unreasonable to think 
that we may wel? t>ear with one another. I have good hopes that 
things are tending to a happy issue in this particular, and that this 
Convention will not adjourn till an effectual step shall have been taken 
in this direction : I mean till we shall have settled it, not merely as a 
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maxim of polioj, but of Christian principle, that whatever diveraitieB 
of opinion (within the limits which the Church allows) there may be 
among us, they are not to be permitted to alienate us in a£fection, nor 
where the glory of God, the prosperity of the Church and the salva- 
tion of souls is concerned, to separate us in action. 

And when this shall have come to pass, I trust that the new 
Organization will at once signalize itself, by the introduction of a 
new feature into our Missionary operations, or rather the extension of 
a principle which the sagacious mind of our Diocesan had already 
seized and acted upon — ^I mean the principle of an Itinerant Ministry/ 
in our Missionary fields. Such a system, properly adjusted, is full, I 
think, of the richest promise. It will have the advantage of being 
much cheaper, and more efficient than the present mode of planting a 
Missionary in every hamlet or rural district, where his influence must 
necessarily be circumscribed within very narrow geographical limits, 
and his labors made to bear on comparatively restricted numbers; 
whilst the ministry of the itinerant will extend over wide-spread 
regions, and reach large numbers in succession. And if he be, as he 
ought, a man of earnest mind, of winning manners, and with power to 
interest and impress an auditory, there is no estimating the amount of 
good he might do, whilst traversing a region where the Church is 
unknown, and associating it in the minds of the people with his own 
attractive qualities. I may add, that such a class of Missionaries 
could most successfully discharge a large amount of labor, that would 
properly devolve upon the Bishop of the Diocese, if his multifarious 
duties left him time to attend to it. Especially, they, could be highly 
useful in aiding and encouraging brethren now laboring, without sym- 
pathy or co-operation, in many of our remote and frontier parishes. 
If this Convention should do no more than to reduce our Missionary 
work to a single organization, and to introduce the system of an Itine- 
rant Ministry into it, to be filled by men of the highest and best 
qualifications among us, it will have accomplished a great and blessed 
work. 

I avail myself of this opportunity to touch upon a subject not new 
to you, but of snch importance that it should not be permitted to 
slumber. I allude to the vaxt dimensions of the Diocese, and the con- 
sequently unsatisfactory way in which the duties of the Episcopate 
6 
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mnst be diaoharged in it. That Bishops should sacrifice their health 
and strength (as our own Diocesan has done) in the yain effort to per- 
form the work of their office, is comparatively a small matter. The 
unanswerable objection to the present condition of things is, that the 
duties of the Episcopal Office cannot be adequately discharged in bo 
vast a Diocese — and in the attempt to discharge them, all is hastily 
and unsatisfactorily done. 

In the actual working of our system, we see little, comparatiyelj, 
of that constant oversight — that warm sympathy — and that active 
co-operation, which constitute the glory and the strength of the EpiB- 
copate. Bishops are oppressed with cares and toils, without the 
comfort of thinking that the work of the Lord is prospering in their 
hands. The Clergy and their flocks are dissatisfied, and complain; 
whilst abroad, the whole system labors under the prejudice of being 
at once pretentious and inefficient. However we may regret, we can 
hardly wonder at this. We are in a false position. Our theoiy and 
our practice are in irreconcilable conflict. We maintain the Episcopacy 
as a Divine Institution. But the world will never be convinced of the 
justice of our pretensions, till they see benefits and results propor- 
tioned to the greatness of these pretentions. We try other systems, 
and we cannot complain if our own be tried, by our blessed Master's 
rule, " By their fruits, ye shall know them." 

I beg, however, that these suggestions may not be considered as 
borrowing any weight from the position which I chance to occupy. I 
wish them to be regarded, merely, as the result of the observation of 
one, who having passed through the Diocese, has had an opportunity 
to see what its wants and troubles are. An authoritative suggestion oa 
this subject would come with propriety only from our honored Diocesan, 
now suffering the misery of exile and of broken health, from the con- 
dition of things that I am speaking of. As one of yourselves then, 
but with somewhat better opportunities for seeing and judging, I beg 
to suggest to the Convention the propriety of considering the subject, 
and providing a remedy. 

I shall make no apology for recurring to a topic, which from time 
to time, for many years past, the Bishops of the Diocese have felt it 
their duty to bring before you — I mean the inadequcUe support of the 
Clergy, The case is too plain to demand proof or to admit of denial, 
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ftDd the evil one, that mast be acknowledged to extend &r bejond 
the indiyidoal who endnrea it. The argoment of a enfforing family 
appeals, indeed, directly to our sympathy, bat in its bearing upon the 
prospects and prosperity of the Chnroh of Christ, the evil grows into 
still more formidable dimensions. It is impossible that the Clergy, 
as a class, should be depressed, and bnrthened continnally with 
domestic difficulties and embarrassments, withont disastrous results to 
their influence and ministrations. The world will never respect, as 
they ought, a man whom they see to be continuaUy in pecuniary 
straits, and feel to be in their power. 'Tis the sacred right of him 
who serves at the Altar, to live of the Altar. Nor is it possible to 
withhold this right without the calamitous result, first of unmerited 
distress, and next, of disparagement and hindrance to the Qospel 
itself. 

If it be said that if Parishes do not provide for their Ministers, 
the evil is incurable ; that if foreign aid were offered, those that are 
now neglected would become more so, and Parishes able to sustain 
themselves would sink into a discreditable dependency on the generosity 
of others; I acknowledge the difficulty; I see the force of the objec- 
tion. But I cannot feel that it is insuperable. I cannot think that it is 
sufficient to justify us in leaving a whole class of faithful and laborious 
men, to struggle through life, with constant and hopeless pecuniary 
embarrassments — ^leaving to their children no inheritance but their 
poverty and their troubles. And when I think of the dishonor and 
hindrance that result to the Church from such a state of things, I 
cannot doubt that the evil admits of a remedy. Surely we are not 
going to forget that if one member suffers, all the members must suffer 
with it; or that the strong are bound to bear the infirmities of the 
weak. Even in the endowed Church of England, a Pastoral Aid Soci- 
ety, to relieve the scanty incomes of the working Clergy, ha« been 
found necessary. And 'tis enough to melt a heart of stone to read the 
story told confidentially, from year to year, to the Society, of the 
labors and sufferings of these faithful men. Our own Brethren, 
many of them at least, could tell a story quite as sad. But there is 
no hand to help them, nor any to answer their cry, but Ood. 

As directly connected with this subject, and as one obvious method 
for meeting or mitigating the evil in question, let me recal to your 
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consideration a measure which the benevolent forethought of the 
Bishop, long ago suggested and urged upon you. I mean the erection 
of a Parsonage in every Parish in the Diocese nou> destitute of one. It 
cannot be done on the spot. But what hinders that we should say to 
every Parish that has no Parsonage, and is not able to build one, <<do 
what you can towards it, and we will supply the rest." It can be as 
easily done as said, if like the rebuilders of the temple of old, we 
have << a mind to the work.'^ And when it is accomplished we shall 
feel none the poorer for what we have done. Life is too short, 
Brethren, to admit of delays in such matters. Whilst we linger, the 
suffering eontinues. Death will indeed soon bring rest to the weary : 
The grave will hide this as it hides so many other sorrows : But it is 
sad to think that relief never came while it could avail anything — 
was never thought of till it was too late to offer it. 

I commend this subject to your serious consideration. When our 
hearts are rightly moved, a remedy will be quickly found. For myself, I 
think it a matter of grave import that, whilst we may be living at our 
ease, many of our Brethren richer, perhaps, than ourselves in faith to- 
wards Grod, are sustaining themselves and their families upon less than 
the wages of a competent mechanic. Kemember the old epitaph, « What 
I kept, I have lost ; what I gave away, I have found.'' Remember the 
Apostle's admonition, « Whoso seeth his brother have need, and 
shutteth up his compassion from him, how dwelleth the love of God in 
him ?" Remember the words of the Lord Jesus, how he said, « It is 
more blessed to give than to receive." 

Let me advert for a moment to another, though kindred topic. We 
have our Christmas Fund, so called, which is intended for those 
whom age or infirmity has laid aside from work, and whose destitution 
makes them dependent. But there is another class of our Clergy 
whose case has not been so much considered^ but whose condition, I 
think, calls loudly for sympathy. 

There comes often a period, before absolute decrepitude and ina- 
bility to work arrives, when the vivacity of youthful spirits being gone, 
it is plain that a man's days of active usefulness in an independent 
field are nearly passed. Yet in certain spheres where work is to be 
done, and somebody else to bear the responsibility, and take the direc- 
tion, such men may continue to be highly useful. Not merely, then. 
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to relieve them — though that is an act of humanity — but to save the 
Church from the disadvantage of having in charge of its Parishes 
men who feel that their energies are nearly spent, and to spare it the 
still greater scandal of Clergymen doing nothing, but who are yet 
able and willing to do something, I venture to press this evil upon 
those to whom Ood has given the means to relieve it. Having 
admitted men into our Ministry, I think the Church owes it to them 
to find employment fitted for them, as long as they are able and 
willing to work, and to support them when they can no longer do so. 

My Brethren will pardon a suggestion here. There is a vast amount 
of work for the Church to do in all our large towns and cities, which, 
yet is not done, and never can be, under existing arrangements, but 
which might be successfully undertaken by the Parochial Clergy, 
with the assistance of such Ministers as I have spoken of, working 
under them, and supported by their Parishes. If the expense be 
objected to, I reply that where Qod has a work to be done, He never 
fails to provide for its accomplishment. If this counsel and this work 
be of Ood, He has furnished somewhere and to somebody the means 
to carry it cut. If it be not of God, let it pass. But that is the very 
point or question that I beg most earnestly to press upon the con- 
sciences of all whom it may concern. 

If it be said that the announcement of such a policy would soon charge 
us with a body of stipendiaries, whom we should find it impossible 
either to support or employ, that men would seek the Ministry for the 
sake of this provision, I reply that I do not fear it. The hardships 
and privations of the Clerical life — such as too many find it — ^the con- 
stant struggle with difficulties — the not infrequent endurance of actual 
suffering — the prospect of a family uneducated and unprovided for — 
the absolute hopelessness of gathering anything against the time of 
sickness, infirmity and old age, are such as no sane man would wil- 
lingly encounter for the sake of any bare provision that might be 
made for him when he is old and past work. At any rate, no parti- 
cular abuses of this sort that might occur under such an arrangement 
as I have ventured to suggest, could possibly equal the enormous evils 
that pervade and characterize the existing system and condition of 
things. 

Yet I think it exceedingly necessary that we should make the door 
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ofenircmce inio Holy Orders a htUe straUer than it ha$ heen; sofiur at 
least as not to encourage men to seek the Ministry who manifest no 
special fitness for it. It is not unnatural that one whose heart glows 
with love to GKxl and perishing souls should think that the best way 
to serve Him must be in the Ministry of his Church. Often, there 
could not be a greater mistake; nor is there any point about which a 
man should more carefully scrutinize himself, or about which hu 
friends should more anxiously and deliberately think for him, than in 
regard to his being called to the sacred Ministry of the Church. The 
practice has been, too much, to assume the wish to enter the Ministry 
as evidence of fitness for it ; and then to give testimonials, without 
inquiry or consideration. Every way, the policy has worked disaa. 
trously, for the individual himself who finds, when too late, that with 
the best intentions, he has mistaken his calling; and for the Church, 
whose interests are sure to suffer when committed to one, if ho means 
well, but lacks ability to do the Church's work. 

Our duty in this matter, I think, is plain : we are bound to find 
employment and support for every man now in the Ministry, and 
willing to work. We owe it to him that he should not be left to suffer 
in a position in which, but for us, he never would have found him- 
self. And we owe it to the Church to save her from the great scandal 
of having her Clergy floating up and down without employment, posi- 
tion or support. One obvious remedy for this unhappy state of things 
I have already glanced at, vis : the more general employment of Assis- 
tant Ministers in our cities and towns, to act under the Parish Clergy^ 
and to aid in doing that large and truly Missionary work, which is not 
now done, and whilst the existing state of things lasts, never can be 
done. Another relief or remedy, for the evil in question will be to 
guard the entrance of the Ministry more carefully, and in addition to 
right motives and good intentions, to look well to men's adminis- 
trative qualifications, and to that aptness to teach, on which the Chnrdi 
lays so much stress, but which, to a great extent, we have practically 
disregarded. We are all, verily guilty in this matter; and I trnst 
that, as well for the sake of our Brethren in the Ministry as for the 
work and credit of the Church, we shall unite in devising and apply- 
ing the proper remedy. 

I beg, before concluding this address, to reconunend to your patron- 
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age ftDd support, one of the oldest, most useful and unobtrusive Insti- 
tutions of the Church in this Diocese — I mean the Episcopal Female 
Trad Society. Its very existence may be unknown to some who 
hear me. Tet for many years, it has been quietly sending its little 
winged messengers abroad, and scattering everywhere the seeds of 
that << knowledge which maketh wise unto salvation/' The purchase 
and distribution of its Tracts wiU accomplish the double benefit of 
spreading God's truth, and of enabling the Society to continue and 
extend its salutary labors. 

Let me invite attention also to the Fund /or the JEdttcatton of the 
Daughters of the Clergy, There is no form of doing good which tells 
more on the interests of society than Church education. Certainly no 
way in which kindness can be more acceptably and effectually shown 
to a poor Minister of Christ. Laboring himself under the weight of 
circumstances, that must forever keep him down, the prospect of his 
children rising above his own condition, is as new life to him. Bone 
of his bone and flesh of his flesh, what is done for them, is even as 
though it were done to himself; and the burden of his own troubles is 
half taken away by the better hopes dawning upon his children. If 
you would do a truly merciful act, and cheer the sad home and the 
declining days of some poor but faithful Pastor of the flock of Christ, 
educate his child in the principles, and under the influence of the 
Church, at whose Altar he serves. 

Nor will I close, without reminding you once more, of that noble 
Institution, which has already done so much good, and is so full of prom- 
ise for the future — I mean the Church Hospital in this city. Here b a 
form of benevolence, about which, happily, there can be no difference 
of opinion among Christian men. To provide for the sick and help- 
leas stranger, to minister to the poor and friendless, when struck down 
by casualty or disease, must win the blessing of Heaven ; for it was 
the very work of our Divine Master when upon earth. Think of the 
misery of sickness and bodily pain, when alleviated by medical skill 
and nursing care. And surely we shall need no other incentive to 
provide for the friendless and the stranger, when want and misery 
and disease come upon them. I rejoice to hear that the Church Hos- 
pital has met with great favor in this community. I trust it may go 
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on until the magnifioent design is fairly carried out, and its beneyolent 
work in a train of successful accomplishment. 

How glorious, brethren, are these works and enterprises of Chris- 
tian charity and mercy. How much do they commend the benevo- 
lence of their founders and supporters ! What honor do they reflect 
on the Church that endows and sustains them I And how much better 
that we should provoke one another to love and good works in such 
enterprises as these, rather than in any sharp and less fraternal contro- 
versy. I hope well for the Church in proportion as such works flourish 
and abound in it. But Hope itself must sink, when Charity b dead or 
languishing, and all the zeal that is left, shows itself in jealousies, 
suspicions and unbrotherly conflicts. I bless God for every work of 
practical benevolence among us. I rejoice in it for the good that is 
directly done by it. And I accept it as the omen of a better state of 
things — ^when party zeal shall die — when Brethren, bound together 
by a common faith, shall be more closely united in the ties of Chris- 
tian love^— when we may taste, and all the world shall see, '< how good 
and how pleasant a thing it is for Brethren to dwell together in unity."

Ou motion of the Rev. Dr. Dorr, the calling of the 
Roll was dispensed with.

Mr« Joseph R. IngersoU moved to strike out from the 
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Minates the names of those who had not received a ma- 
jority in the election of Deputies to the General Conven- 
tion, which was lost.

The Committee on Claims of Clergymen to Seats in this Convention re- 
port that the Rey. Mr. White was ordained Deacon, nnder the Canon of 1866, 
on the 16th daj of September, 1858, and has been, and Is now, Assistant 
Minister of Grace Charch, Philadelphia, since the Ist of October last. 

Article 4 of the Constitution of this Diocese provides that ever/ Clergy- 
man of the Church, of whatever order, being employed in the work of 
the Ministry, according to the order of the Protestant Bpiscopal Chnroh, 
and with the sanction of the Ecclesiastical authority, shall be entitled to a 
seat and vote in Convention, if he has been actually and personally, as well 
as eanonically, resident within this State for the space of six calendar 
months next before the meeting of the Convention, and has, for the same 
period, been employed in performing the duties of his station. 

Section 9 of Canon 4 of 1856, although it provides that ''no Deacon 
shall be settled over a Parish or congregation until he shall have satisfac- 
torily passed the three examinations required for Priest's orders," does 
not exclude a Deacon, thus ordained, from the oAce of Assistant Minister. 
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Your Committee oftnnot find tmy Cftnon or article of the Constitation 
makiDg Deacons, ordained under the Canon of 1856, ineligible to eeata in 
this ConTcntion. They are of the opinion that Mr. White's case meets the 
requirements of the Canons and the Constitution of this Diocese, and there- 
fore he is entitled to a seat in this Convention.

and fifty-four dollars twenty-six cents was contributed by fifty-six Parishes, 
one dollar by an individual and eighty-six dollars ninety cents from interest 
on the temporary investment in the loan of the city of Philadelphia. 

The balance in the Treasurer's hands at the commencement of the fiscal 
year was nine hnndred and sixty-six dollars eighty-two cents. There has 
been expended since that time the sum of fourteen hundred and fifty dol- 
lars ninety-eight cents, leaving one thousand and fifty-eight dollars to meet 
the expenditure for the remainder of the year. There still remains invested, 
subject to call upon any unusual demand, the sum of seventeen hundred 
dollars. The benefits of the trust have been extended during the year to 
five Clergymen and the widows of two, to the amount of fourteen hundred 
and fifty dollars. 

The Trustees notice, with regret, that, though all the Parishes in the 
Diocese are interested in the objects of the trust, but a small number, in 
proportion to the whole, have contributed to its support.

The Committee on the Claims of Clergymen to Seats respectfully report, 
that the Rev. Mr. Wilson appears to be entitled to a seat in this Conven- 
tion, for although section Ist of Canon 9th of 1844, forbids his being consi- 
dered a settled Minister, in charge of a Parith, it does not, by this, interfere 
with his right to sit and vote with ns, inasmuch as section 4th of onr Con- 
stitution admits to the Convention ''every Clergyman of the Church, of 
whatever order, employed in the work of the Ministry, according to the 
order of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and with the sanction of the 
Ecclesiastical authority, if actually and personally, as well as oanonically,

WflSBBiLS, Tour Committee have been unable to unite the two Societies, 
they therefore, in accordance with instructions, report the following 
resolutions embodying the details of a Missionary organization, such as 
is contemplated by the resolution of 1858. 

Resolved, That the Missionary work of this Diocese be confided to a Board 
of Missions, to consist of twelve Clergymen and twelve Laymen, of which 
the Bishop, and, in his absence, the Assistant Bishop, (if there be one,^ 
shall be, eX'OfficiOf the head.

Upon motion of the Rev. Dr. Stevens, the fourth reso- 
lution was adopted. 

The order of the day was then called for by the Rev. 
Dr. Wilmer, to wit . The Report of the Committee on 
the Division of the Diocese — who moved the adoption of 
the resolutions seriatim. 
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Mr. Welsh moved, as a substitute, that the second 
resolution be taken up first. 

The Rev. Mr. Cooper ofiered the following as a sub- 
stitute : 

liesolvedf That the subject of the DiyiBion of the Diocese be postponed until 
the return of the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Mr. J. C. Cresson moved, as a substitute, that the 
subject be recommitted to the Committee, with instruc- 
tions to report at the next Convention, which was 
carried. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Appleton, 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be returned to the Rector, 
Wardens and Vestry of St. Andrew's Church for the use of their edifice. 

The Rev. Dr. Ducachet moved that after the reading 
of the rough minutes and devotional exercises, the Con- 
vention adjourn sine di^, which was carried. 

The rough minutes of this day's sessions were then 
read and approved. 

And after singing the Gloria in Excelsis, and uniting 
with the Assistant Bishop in prayer, who pronounced 
the Benediction, the Convention adjourned sine die.

Lebanon. — Since the date of my last report the congregation in 
this place has been organized and incorporated^ under the name of 
Christ Church, Lebanon. 

Families 8 or 4 ; baptisms, adults 2, infants 4, total 6 ; communi- 
cants, present number 11. Notwithstanding several have removed, 
(including one family,) the present number of communicants is larger 
than existed at this place a year ago ; and two or three are waiting to 
be added to the list by confirmation. 

Public services. Since the beginning of the Fall service has been 
maintained at least once every Sunday, a lay reader officiating when 
the Minister is absent ; services by the Clergyman, on Sundays 41, 
other days 13, total 54 ; children catechized, once ; Sunday school 1. 
teachers 5, pupils uncertain ; collections. Episcopal Fund 84 cents, 
Convention Fund $1 62, Advancement Society $3, Christmas Fund 
$3 21, Foreign Missions S4 28, Domestic $6 41, Church Building 
Fund (Easter) $2 92, other contributions, for various purposes, chiefly 
parochial, «184 64, total $206 89. 

The attendance of the congregation, though not large, is still 
encouraging. It would probably be better were the arrangements 
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for worship more settled and comfortable. Two changes of place have 
been made, of necessity, daring the year, and the seryioes are now held 
in the Town Hall, which, when not occupied by ns, is open for other 
purposes. The prospects for the speedy erection of a Church edifice 
are not so encouraging as they were at first judged to be, the lot owned 
by the Parish not being conveniently located, and the pecuniary abil* 
ity of the congregation small. Yet in numerical and organic strength 
the Church has decidedly increased during the year; and the field 
can scarcely be deemed second in importance to any other Missionary 
station in the Diocese. 

Lebanon, which is itself a large and growing town in the centre of 
a circle fifty miles in diameter, within which there is no other Episco- 
pal Church, save the one at Mount Hope, ten miles away. Within 
this vast circumference are some of the richest agricultural portions of 
the State, and numberless towns, many of them of considerable siie; 
while at Cornwall, only five miles from Lebanon, are deposits of iron 
ore, which for richness are hardly equalled except by the iron moan- 
tains of Missouri. Other denominations in the place number their 
communicants by the hundred, almost by the thousand, one society 
having about 800 communicants, yet the Church scarce counts * 
doxen. The time surely appears to have arrived when this important 
place, now opened to trade, both by railroad and canal, should be per- 
manently occupied by our Church, and the Mission, begun with fair 
promise of success, sustained. 

At Colebrook, Lebanon county, regular service has been performed 
once in three weeks ; baptism 1 ; public services on Sundays 18. 

At Cornwall, Lebanon county, tri<weekly service has been main- 
tained since August 1st, 1858 ; public services on Sundays 14. 

Amount of salary the Missionary is entitled to receive $300.

Report of the Rev. Thomas G. Allen, City Missionarj, Philadelphia. 

Our Heavenly Father has caused his rich blessing and grace to 
attend me in my humble movements during another missionary year. 

Up to May 12th, in preaching, lecturing, &q., I have officiated on 261 
occasions, thus averaging more than five Hmea each toeek. Bless the 
Lord. I have officiated or assisted in the services of the Church, when I 
have not preached or lectured, on 6 occasions. I have administered or 
assisted in the administration of the Lord's Supper on 10 occasions. I 
have baptized 83 persons, married 29 couples, and officiated on 85 
funeral occasions. 

During the year, up to March 12th, my Pastoral visits have been 
336— of that number 329 to the sick and afflicted. Also, I have con- 
versed and prayed with individuals in my own house on 24 occasions. 

I have distributed a few Bibles and prayer Books, and 48,695 pages 
of Tracts, in which is included 28,874 pages of the Tract, Morning 
and Evening Prayer for children and youth, &c. I have been instru- 
mental in circulating 44 volumes on experimental and practical re* 
ligion, 7300 parts of religious periodicals, at a low price, or gratui- 
tously. 

I have monthly appointments for preaching, lecturing, &c., at the 
Widows' Asylum, at the Seamen's Home and at the Moyamensing 
Prison ; also weekly appointments at the Magdalen Asylum, at the 
Foster Home and at my own house. Four Sabbaths in the year, I 
spend in the House of Refuge, preaching twice each day. 

My Poor's Purse is still supplied by voluntary contributions, thus 
giving an opportunity of affording relief when peculiar cases are pre- 
sented. 

The Lord pardon, sanctify and save us and our dear fellows, for 
Jesus Christ's sake by the Holy Spirit. Amen.

It continues 
to be punctually paid. 

In addition to the services reported above, I officiated a few times 
at Jenkintown, in the beginning of the conventional year just ended; 
a Rector not being chosen there till the middle of May, and not taking 
charge till a Sunday or two after. Since ceasing to officiate there, I 
have generally had an afternoon service, either in the church or at 
some point within a few miles of it. I have held a number of services 
at Milestown and the Fox Chase.

Since last report there has been a decided improvement in the spir- 
itual matters of this Mission. 

As this is the lai^t report the present incumbent will make as the 
Rector of this Church, and Missionary among seamen in this Mission, 
be cannot let the occasion pass without returning his thanks to all 
those friends who have so kindly aided him in pushing forward the 
cause of Christ among the class of people over whom Ood called him 
to watch. May the bread cast upon the waters be found after many 
days, laid up in the garners of heaven, to the praise and glory of Our 
Saviour Christ.

At Easter, 1858, the Wiatar Street Mission ceased ; a Vestrj was 
organized, and a resolution passed by it to erect a Church in the lower 
part of the Ward, under the name of the Church of St. John the 
Baptist. 

On the 29 th day of July the building was commenced, and finished 
on the 28th of December following. It is of the Gothic order, and 
has been erected in the most substantial manner. It has a bell tarret 
at the west end, is 37 by 87 feet, and will seat 400 persons. The 
cost of the building was $6800, and of the lot $2800. Its vestry has 
been exceedingly liberal, and through their generosity, mainly, the 
building is paid for, with the exception of ^50, which three members 
of the vestry advanced as a loan.

The Parish was under the care of the Rev. J. A. Jerome up to 1st 
of March. For two months it was without a Pastor; but services 
were held by the Rector of Carbondale and others. Some few years 
ago there was no Church interest here, there being hardly more than 
two or three Episcopalians in the whole district. But the zealous 
labors of the late Pastor, who was the first Episcopal Minister settled 
in Dundafi', have, under the blessing of God, done much to allay pre- 
judice, or remove it and make our services acceptable to the people. 
The little flock has steadily increased, and the present Rector has the 
satisfaction of finding an encouraging list of Church members and of 
seeing present at public worship nearly every member of the commu- 
nity. He believes he may safely report that the Church is daily 
becoming more and more attractive and gaining strength, and that the 
Gospel is proving to be a source of peace, consolation and joyful hope 
to those who meet with us in the sanctuary. May God continue to 
further his own cause among us. 

Being too poor to build we are still obliged to worship in the Pres- 
byterian meeting-house, and we have reason to fear that we will not, 
as heretofore, be allowed the undisturbed use of it. In which case 
we must appeal to the generosity of our brethren of other Churches.

After having 
served the congregation here, in the office of a Deacon, since November 
22d, 1857, the vestry signified their willingness to receive me aa their 
Minister, and I accordingly entered on my duties as Rector of the 
Parish immediately after my ordination to the Priesthood.

1 am still aided by the Diocesan Missionary Society, and there 
are no arrears of salary. 

On the 5 th of July last Bishop Lee, of Delaware, assisted by a 
number of the Clergy, laid the comer stone of our Church edifice. 
We have progressed so far as to complete the exterior, and a portioa 
of the interior, but, from lack of funds, operations have ceased for 
over six months. At least $1000 more is needed to finish the build- 
ing. The Rector has had some individual experience in begging for 
aid, and has realiied, what no doubt many of his brethren have before 
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hiiD; that men can be persnaded to give to almost anj other object 
than to Church purposes, and he has been not a little discouraged by 
the lack of sympathy on the part of his brethren in the Ministry. 
The amount must needs be raised, and he hopes his personal applica- 
tion will extricate the Parish from the multitude of inconveniences 
which arise from the lack of a suitable place of worship. We now 
use the County Court-room for our services, and they are always well 
attended. I continue a Sunday evening service at << Brooke Hall Fe- 
male Seminary," besides which, for some time past, I have had a 
meeting for prayer one evening during the week, Bible class another 
evening, at my own house, as also a service at « Brooke Hall'' a third 
evening of the week. God, by His Spirit, has signally blessed this 
latter service. A visit from the Bishop is expected June 2d, and I 
hope to have a large class for confirmation from among the students, 
together with some from the other part of my congregation. 

TniNiTr Church, Todmorden. — Since my last report the Mission 
at this point has been regularly organized as an independent Parish. 
My duties at Media increasing, a lay reader has been officiating since 
December last, who appears to be very acceptable, and who has suc- 
ceeded in gathering a congregation of about 200 persons at the ser- 
vices, which are held twice each Sabbath. I go there as occasion may 
require to administer baptism and to preach, as often as practicable. 
Thus far no funds have been raised in the Parish, and its support de- 
pends on contributions from abroad. Permission is still continued of 
worshipping in the beautiful Church edifice owned by Mr. Samuel Ban- 
croft.

In addition to the sums stated, I have 
received from the Sunday school of Christ Church, Towanda, $50. 

I entered upon my duties in this field of labor on the last Sunday 
of August, last year. In addition to the services contained in the 
above report, I have preached at Mainsburg, Tioga, some three or four 
times, and at Milan, four miles south from Athens, four, times. In 
none of these places have we a Church building. In Athens we are 
using the Univeralists' house. In Troy we use the Methodists' build- 
ing, and in Sullivan we worship in a school house. 

We hope to see Churches of our own in all these places at no very 
distant day. At Sullivan steps are now being taken to organise a 
Parish, with a view to putting up a small ChapeL At Troy a com- 
mittee has been appointed to see for what sum the Church of the Dis- 
ciples (standing vacant) can be purchased. At Athens the questioui 
« shall we build ?" is agitated. 



Report of the Rev. J. Andrews Harris, Prinoipal of St. Mark's Acadtmy, and 
Assistant to the Rector of St. Clement's, Philadelphia. 

The undersigned respectfully reports that^ besides his duties as 
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Principal of St. Mark's Episcopal Academy for Boys, be was engaged, 
from the time of his ordianation (December 19th, lb58), until Febru- 
ary 6th, 1859, in Missionary work connected with St. Luke's Parish, 
German town. 

Since the latter date he has been employed as Assistant to the Rev. 
H. S. Spackman, Kector of St. Clement's Phiadelphia. 

He has read, or assisted at reading, divine service 68 times; 
preached and lectured 37 times ; baptised one infant and buried one. 



Report of the Rev. W. H. D. Hatton, Reotor of the Church of the Holy 
Apostles, St. Clair, Schuylkill County. 

Congregation, families 60, adults 126, children 180, total 306; 
baptisms, infants 16 ; confirmed 6 ; communicants, added 12, died or 
removed 4, present number 26 ; marriage 1 ; burials 6 ; public ser- 
vice, on Sundays 81, other days 56, total 137; children catechized 
123, times 8 ; Sunday schools, male 1, teachers 8, pupils 55, female 
1, teachers 7, pupils 68, infant 1, teacher 1, pupils 37, total schools 3, 
teachers 16, pupils 160; Bible class 1, members 44 ; collections. Epis- 
copal Fund 810, Convention Fund $2 25, Diocesan Missionary Soci- 
ety $2 25, Missionary and other purposes $91 26, total $105 76 ; 
salary, including Missionary stipend, $500. 

Some of the week-day services were held at out stations, in school- 
houses and private dwellings. I have distributed about 200 copies of 
the Bible, Testament and Prayer Book, and over 10,000 pages of 
Tracts. 

The debt on the Church building having been paid off, through the 
zealous efforts of the Rev. W. R. Carroll, my predecessor, the Church 
was ready for consecration on my assuming the duties of Kector in 
August last, from which time to the present, viz, nine months, is em- 
braced in the above report. The Church was consecrated by Bishop 
Bowman September 15th, 1858. 

This young Parish has had many hindrances to retard its vigorous 
growth ; but it is to be hoped that in future, through the blessing of 
God, every thing will work prosperously. 

The B^ctor is greatly indebted for the kind sympathy of Mrs. R. 
Oumbes, Philadelphia, and Mrs. E. Baird, Pottsville, who have been 
warm friends of this Parish. It is very expedient that a suitable par- 
sonage be provided for this Parish, as it would add greatly to the 
comfort of the Minister. I trust that the friends of the Church will 
gladly aid in the accomplishment of this undertaking. 

The Sunday school, which is in a flourishing state, is endeavoring 
to raise the price of a bell for the Church (something we greatly need). 
They have already over $50 in hand for this purpose. 
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Report of the Rer. Samuel Hasleharat, Rector of St. PanVa Charoh, West 
Whiteland, and St. Peter's Charch, Great Valley, Chester County. 

St. Paul's Church. — Families 27 ; baptisms, adults 3, infants 3> 
total 6 ; confirmed 14 ; communicants, added 9, present number 83 ; 
marriage 1 ; burials 4 ; Sunday school teachers 7, scholars 44; public 
services, on Sundays 51, other days 13, total 64 ; collections, for Sun- 
day school $15, Missions $50, total $65. Collections have also been 
made for the Episcopate and Convention Fund. Salary $300. No arrears. 

St. Peter's Church. — Families 17 ; confirmed 1 ; communicants, 
added 1, present number 21 ; marriage 1 ; burials 5; Sunday school 
teachers 6, scholars 87 } public services, on Sundays 51, other days 6, 
total 57 ; collections for the poor and Missionary purposes $26. Col- 
lections have also been made for the Episcopate and Convention Fund. 
Salary $300. No arrears. 

Through the divine blessing, the religious interest, as well as the 
attendance in both Parishes, has been highly encouraging during the 
past year. 



Report of the Rev. William S. Heaton, Reotor of Christ Church, Huntingdon 
Township, Adams County, and of Emmanuel Church, Monte Alto, Frank- 
lin County. 

The undersigned has been officiating at Christ Church, Huntingdon, 
monthly, as Lay Reader, under the appointment of the Bishop, until 
October, 1858, when he was ordained to the Diaconate. 

The official acts here reported have been chiefly performed by the 
Bcv. J. H. Marsden, who resides near Petersburg, and renders such 
services as his health will permit. 

One adult and five infants have been baptized ; the Communion has 
been administered once publicly and once privately to a sick person ; 
present number of communicants 14 ; marriage 1 ; public services 23 -, 
collections, Episcopal Fund $5, Convention Fund $2 91. 

Your Missionary residing at Monte Alto, a distance of thirty seven 
miles from this point, has as yet^ not been able to accomplish much 
more than a monthly visit with one or more services as occasion offered. 

Emmanuel Church, Monte Alto, Franklin County. — Con- 
gregation, families 20, adults 50, children 100, total 150 ; baptisms, 
adults 13, infants 22, total 35 ', no Episcopal visitation ; communicants 
added 2, present number 7 ; burials 5 ; public services, Sundays 60, 
other days 90, total 150; children catechized 13 times; Sunday 
Fchool 1, teachers 6, pupils 60 ; Bible classes 2, members 20, teachers 
2 ; collections, Episcopal Fund $2 25, Convention Fund $2 50. 

The prospects of this Parish are very encouraging; much serious 
interest prevails among the people, and the congregation is larger than 
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ever before. We are looking forward with pleasing anticipations to a 
▼isit from the Bishop. 

Your Missionary, shortly after his ordination in October last, com- 
menced holding Episcopal services in this place, which have been con- 
tinned semi-monthly to the present time. A place of worship, not 
altogether snited to our arrangements, but tolerable, until a better can 
be secured, has been kindly loaned, free of expense, for our use. The 
congregation averages over 100 persons, composed mostly of such 
as have been brought up in the Episcopal Church, but have been de- 
prived of Church privileges for over twelve years. We have now 
reason to hope from the interest manifested in the movement that, 
with the Divine blessing resting upon faithful efforts, our Church may 
be permanently established in this place. Chambersburg is the county 
town, and contains 5000 inhabitants. It is the terminus of the Cum- 
berland Valley Railroad, and the centre of influence for a large extent 
of country. 



Report of the Rev. John B. Henrj, Rector of St. James' Church, Downing- 
tows, Chester County. 

From May 1st, 1858, to May 1st, 1859, the Conventional year, I 
respectfully report : Baptisms, adults 5, infants 10, total 15 ; con- 
firmed 8 ; communicants, added 8, present number 48. (On engaging 
in my duties in the Parish, I found a much larger communicant list, 
but there were many names which had no representatives, either from 
removal or other causes, which 1 have been unable to ascertain. The 
present list embraces only such as are in good standing, and who are 
seen at the Lord's Table.) Marriages 2 ; burials 6 ; public services, 
on Sundays 72, other days 10, total 82 ; Sunday school, teachers 7, 
pupils 40; collections. Offertory $35 88, Episcopal Fund $15, Con* 
vention Fund $5, Advancement Society $10 28, Kansas, for Rev. N. 
O. Preston $12 42, Jewish Mission, Philadelphia, $9 74, Western Mis- 
sions $5, Sunday School Library $10, total $103 32 ; box collections 
$93 22, repairs and improvements $159 19, total $252 41. 

Mortgage against the Parish $200 ; property other than the Church 
building and lot owned by the Parish, consists of a graveyard and a 
parsonage, with garden and lot. According to the report of the 
Accounting Warden, during the past year the current expenses have 
been met, and a previous debt of $116 90, extinguished. The amount 
of salary the Clergyman is entitled to receive is $300, with use of par- 
sonage, &c. Arrears of salary, none. 

In temporal matters, the standing of the Parish is firmer now than 
at any period of its history. It has no floating debt, and the mort- 
gage held against it is but a small amount. The Church building is 
in a state of complete repair; its furniture has been renewed, the 
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graveyard laid oat, and the parsonage made a comfortable and an 
ample abode for the Minister. I trust that, with a year or two more 
of nursing care, the Parish will stand alone as self-supporting. 

Id the things which relate to the higher life, I am led to believe 
that the Divine blessing has been vouchsafed to my humble efforts for 
extending the Redeemer's glory. One band of candidates, (the 
largest but one gathered in some sixteen years of the Pariah's exist- 
ence,) has been confirmed, while another is being made ready for a 
second visitation from the Rt. Rev., the Assistant Bishop. Our con- 
gregations are large, the responses general and audible, the behaviour 
reverent, and an intelligent interest is observable among old and 
young. On the services of the higher Holy Days, many more, both of 
men and women, have attended than my warmest anticipations led me 
to expect. Thus am I induced most reverently to apply to this little 
flock and their pastor, the words of Samuel : << Hitherto hath the 
Lord helped us." 

I cannot bring this report to a close without expressing the regret 
which the Parish feels in the withdrawal from it of W. H. Wilson, Esq-, 
Chief Engineer of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. This gentle- 
man has been long and actively engaged in its affairs, as Accounting 
Warden, and to his tact, promptness and liberality, many of the signs 
of present prosperity are due. He leaves us with many wishes that 
not a few years of usefulness in behalf of the Lord's heritage may be 
granted him. In the courtesy and the business qualifications, how- 
ever, of his successor, Horace A. Beale, Esq., we trust that we have 
the elements which will lead us on, in temporal things, from good to 
better.

The undersigned respectfully reports that soon after his ordination, 
on Sunday, December 19, 1858, he undertook the charge of St. Mark's 
Church, New Milford, and Qrace Church, Great Bend, Susquehannah 
county. The attendance upon divine service at both places is good, 
and is increasing.

This Parish has, during the past year, suffered further diminution 
by death and removal, so that the congregation is smaller now than it 
has been at any period during the last ten years. But these are mat- 
ters over which the Rector has no control. <'It is appointed for 
all once to die," and men, in hopes of bettering their condition in the 
world will remove from one place to another. Though, from the 
causes just mentioned, the number of attendants has decreased, the 
number of communicants has increased during the same period, which 
the Rector is willing to look upon as an evidence that his labors have 
not been altogether in vain but, through the divine blessing, have 
brought forth some fruits. 

In addition to the regular services of the Church, on Sundays, we 
have had, during the winter and spring, a weekly lecture on Thursday 
evening, which has been very well attended, and the Rector is not 
without some grounds to believe that his efforts to win souls to Christ 
have been accompanied by the infiuence of the Holy Spirit. Our 
Bible class, during the winter, and up to the present time, has been 
more numerously attended than at any former period, and a deep in- 
terest was seemingly taken by the class generally in studying the 
Word of God. 

I have visited Rimemburg, Clarion county, once during the past 
year, and held two services. I have also visited St. Michaers, Wayne 
Township, three or four times during the past year, and performed 
divine service and preached twice on each occasion.

model for such an article for any plain village Church, both of which 
were presented by an esteemed member and vestryman of the Parish. 

St. Andrew's, Yardleyville. — Congregation, families 14, adults 
40, children 22, total 62 ; baptisms, adults 2 ; confirmed, none ; some 
now waiting ; communicants, added 2, died 2, present number 13 1 bu- 
rials 2 ; public services, on Sundays 51, other days 24, total 75 ; children 
catechized 3 times, openly, in the Church, and every other Sunday in 
the Sunday school ; collections.

The comer 
stone of a beautiful wooden Church was laid by Rev. Mr. Robinson 
on the 24th of June ; in March we occupied the basement, and on 
Sunday, May 15, the Church was opened, when the Rev. Messrs. Miles 
and Robinson preached appropriate discourses. 

The entire cost will be $4238. Of the amount reported above as 
contributed in the Parish for « building and furnishing/' the ladies 
have raised $610. Our brethren in other places have aided us to the 
amount of $1133. Our present indebtedness is owing, to a great ex- 
tent, to the fact that subscriptions, made in good faith, could not be 
met under the altered circumstances of the subscribers. With some 
further assistance from abroad, we hope to present our Church for 
consecration in a few months. 

It has 370 sittings, and a convenient basement, with two apartments, 
affords ample accommodation for our large Sunday school, and for 
week-day services. Truly, God has smiled upon this effort for his 
glory I May His presence go with us I 

I cannot close this report without adding that the vestry have 
Fhown a most commendable zeal in prosecuting the erection of the 
Church under very discouraging circumstances. For several months 
they had no Minister, and, ever since the comer stone was laid, the 
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chief business interest of our community has been at the lowest point 
known for years. 

We have begun to gather a Parish Library ; the Sunday School Li- 
brary contains 350 volumes. 

With gratitude to Ood we record that the great religious awakening 
has done us good.

Property other than the Church building and lot owned by each 
Parish, and Sexton's house by All Saints', none ; amount of indebted- 
ness, All Saints', Paradise, $443 84; Clergyman's salary $450, exclu- 
sive of Missionary aid; arrears of salary, none. 

Since my last full report nothing has occurred of special impor- 
tance in the three Parishes under my care. The wet weather during 
the winter and spring, and consequent bad roads, prevented much 
extra service, and lessened the amount of our collections, and as Christ 
Church had to be repaired, and the other two Parishes were in debt, 
they were not in a condition to afford aid to the general Church objects 
claiming attention. The ladies of the congregation of Christ Church 
exerted themselves with great zeal in getting up a festival, the result 
of which, together with some extra help, paid for the repairs and im- 
provements to their Parish Church without incurring debt. 

Grace Church was set apart to sacred purposes by the Rt. Rev. the 
Assistant Bishop of the Diocese, assisted by brethren from abroad, on 
the 27th day of September last, it being one year and two weeks from 
the laying of the corner stone. Since then the lot has been neatly 
fenced, the grave yard laid out with much taste and ornamental trees 
planted, &c. Among other liberal donations I may be permitted to 
mention a beautiful baptismal font of Pictou stone from the male Bi- 
ble class of St. Luke's, Q-ermantown. All the chanoel requisites have 
been also supplied by kind friends, and the Holy communion adminis- 
tered. The Church Book Society, of New York, made this Parish a valu- 
ble donation of Library and Sunday school books, and the school estab* 
lished last summer is again in operation, although, owing to the open- 
ing of other schools in the vicinity of this and my other Parisheit, we 
have not as large an attendance as heretofore in any of our schools. 
The average attendance at Grace Church is nearly two hundred per- 
sons. The response is good and becoming general, and the rich and 
well-trained voices of the £nglish miners add greatly to the musical 
portion of our service. 

The Female Seminary continues under my Rectorship, and is doing 
its work efficiently, but noiselessly. The Trustees, members of the 
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vestry of All Saints', Paradise, intend enlarging the buildings this 
summer, and with the lady principal now in charge of the pupils, and 
who has long and extensively enjoyed the confidence of the public and 
of Church people in particular, joined with the beauty and salubrity 
of the locality, this Seminary can hardly fail of having the patronage 
it richly merits. There have been several removals of Church fami- 
lies, and tranfers from All Saints', which have weakened that Parish 
considerably, but still the services are kept up with commendable spirit. 
There has been no confirmation yet at Grace Church, but a visita- 
tion from the Bishop is expected shortly. 



Beport of the Rev. George Eirke, Rector of St. John's Church, New London, 
and St. James* Church, West Marlborough. 

St. John's Church, New London. — Congregation, families about

Church property, in every respect, as heretofore reported. 

In the course of the past year the Minister of the aforesaid Churches 
has also had 26 services, with sermons, on the morning of the Lord's 
day, and on that of Thanksgiving Day, in the Chester County Prison, 
and 26 services, with sermons, on the afternoon of the Lord's day, and 
one on the afternoon of Thanksgiving in the Chester County Poor 
House ; having, in addition, made 1 12 visits to the prisoners in their 
cells in the former establishment, and 114 to the sick and afflicted in 
the rooms of the latter, and having likewise baptized three children 
and one adult, and officiated on various funeral and other occasions. 



Report of the Rev. John Long, Rector of St. Luke's Church, Scranton. 

The following services were performed by me, from May 1st to De- 
cember 1st, 1858, in St. Luke's Church, Scranton, Luzerne County. 

Baptisms, infants 8, adults 4, total 12; marriages 2; burials 5; 
confirmed by Bishop Lee, of the Diocese of Delaware, 10 ; services, 
Sundays 77, other days 51, total 128. 
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Report of the Rey. William Chaanoej Langdon, Assistant to the Rector of 
St. Andrew's, Philadelphia. 

Having been ordained to the Diaconate by the Rt. Rev. the Bishop 
of Maryland, on the 28th of Februarj, 1858, 1 was transferred to this 
Diocese on the 31st of March following, and assumed my duties as the 
Assistant to the Rector of St. Andrew's Parish, Philadelphia, on 
Whitsunday, May 23d, of the same year. 

Since my connection with St. Andrew's Parish, just one year, I 
have read service 168 times, preached 48 times, lectured 11 times, 
baptized 1 adult and 1 1 infants, (five of the latter being in private,) 
officiated at 8 funerals, and assisted 16 times in the administration of 
the Holy Communion, of which once was in private, besides visiting 
and otherwise attending to the wants of the poor in and connected 
with the above Parish, both before and since my Ordination to the 
Priesthood, on the 20th of last March. 



Report of the Rev. George A. Latimer, late Missionary of the Boone Street 
Mission, Philadelphia, and now Rector of St. James' Church, Schnylkill 
Haven, and Grace Church, Cressona, Schnylkill County. 

Since my last report, as Missionary of the Boone Street Mission, I 
have baptized 49 infants ; burials 5 ; marriages 8 ; confirmed 9 (not 
before reported by me, although included in the Bishop's last report); 
public services twice every Sunday, besides Tuesday evening Prayer 
Meetings and Thursday evening Lectures; Sunday school 1, teachers, 
male 3, female 6, total 9, scholars 200. 

On the 13th of February last, I left this interesting field of labor, 
and on the following Sunday, February 20, entered upon my duties at 
Schuylkill Haven and Cressona — ^a call from each of these places 
having been received and accepted. Here the condition of the Church 
was very low indeed — its members scattered, and the Sunday school, 
once very large, closed. Immediately services were commenced at 
both places, which have been very well attended, at times the congre- 
gation quite filling the Church. The Sunday school was opened again, 
and now numbers 8 teachers and 95 scholars. 

The heavy indebtedness of the Church in Schuylkill Haven (nearly 
$2000), is a serious drawback to its prosperity, the original debt 
having been suficred to increase since 1842 by the neglect to pay the 
interest thereon, so that at this present time it has nearly doubled 
itself. A very great neglect somewhere ! 

At Cressona, a Church building is in course of erection, which, we 
trust, will be completed by September, as our present services are 
held in the German Methodist Church, and are deemed a little 
uncertain. 

Altogether, there is a decided and increasing interest manifested by 
all, in this part of Schuylkill county, for the success of our Church.

Congregation, worshiping as pew-holders and families, from 85 to 100, 
families 15, removed 1, children 57 ; baptisms, adults 2, children 5, 
10 to be baptized as soon as weather permits ; communicants, added 
4, present number 27, removed 2 ; public services, twice on the 
Lord's day, on Christmas and Good Friday ; children catechized from 
time to time ; communion administered first Sunday in every month. 
The Rector has instructed a class in the Bible of ten adult young per- 
sons. He has a lecture and prayer meeting once a week. 

Sunday school, seven classes and seven teachers, equally divided 
between males and females, a superintendent and librarian, whole num- 
ber 35.

A misfortune has overtaken us. Our Church walls have proved 
defective, and the roof also. They must be taken down and renewed 
at an expense, we fear, of twelve or fifteen hundred dollars, a thousand 
of which the congregation have raised within themselves, with the 
assistance of a pious and venerable lady of a neighboring Diocese. 
May Providence befriend us until we are able to rebuild. The assess- 
ment for the Episcopate, $10, was promptly paid.

During the year the new Church building, referred to in last year's 
report, has been completed at a cost of $9300, and furnished at a cost 
of about $1000. An octagonal font of Dorchester stone is the gift of 
the children and youth of the Parish. 



Report of the Rev. Edward L, Lycett, Rector of the Church of the Redeemer, 
Lower Morion, Montgomery County. 

Families and parts of families 28 ; communicants, 28 ; baptisms, 
adults 2, infants 8 ; Sunday schools 2, teachers 8, scholars 50; collec 
tions, African Mission $31, Episcopal Hospital $10, widows and or- 
phans, &c. $4, Domestic Missions $10, for Sunday school books and 
papers $15, total $70.

This Parish presents a very meagre report. The Rector trusts it is 
not to be ascribed to either unfaithfulness or want of interest in his 
work. It is a suburban Church, depending mainly on summer resi- 
dents for its support. These, of course, have but a partial interest in 
its prosperity, and whatever occurs among them in the way of spiritual 
advancement is reported by other Rectors. And although we report 
28 families who are permanent residents, one-third of them are rarely 
ever in attendance on public worship.

1 ho4 Ut^ii fur mm^ time anxious for an opportunity to extend my 
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labors in some location that would be of permanent nsefalness. Mj 
attention was directed only in the autumn of '58 to the borough of 
Conshohocken, five miles from Norristown and six from my present resi- 
dence. There I commenced a regular Sunday afternoon service, and 
have had the pleasure of seeing a very manifest increase of the congre- 
gation, as well as other evidences that the work of the Lord is pros- 
pering. A Sunday school has been organized, now numbering about 
60 scholars, with good and efficient teachers. I have baptized two 
adults and eight children, and have admitted four persons to commu- 
nion. Hitherto we have been worshipping in a school-house — rented 
for the purpose — but much too small to accommodate those who week- 
ly throng there. The vestry, composed of active and zealous men, are 
now anxious to build a plain Church, in order to meet what are really 
the wants of the Parish, and as a blessing has attended our efforts so 
far, they rely upon being able to accomplish it. Up to this time we 
have 29 families, 16 communicants, connected with the Church. The 
weekly collection pays all incidental expenses. A handsome silk gown 
was presented to me by the ladies of the Parish. A mclodeon has 
been procured to aid in the psalmody of the Church. A considerable 
sum of money was handed to me without an intimation as to its use, 
but I presume was intended as a manifestation of gratitude for services 
which had been altogether voluntary. 

And now, if it be asked where the support of the Minister is to come 
from, should a Church building be obtained ? I answer, from where 
the support of most Ministers come from at the early organization of 
a Church among the poor. What they cannot do for themselves must 
be done for them. Certainly a place containing 1500 inhabitants 
(many of whom are anxious to enjoy the advantages of their own 
Church, and yet have none within three miles, and which is so near to 
Philadelphia,) should not be left destitute of Church privileges. When 
the Churches at Norristown and Manayunk were started, it was with 
much less to encourage them than has been seen in the present enter- 
prise. And if, in the providence of God, the present means of sup- 
plying this want, by the services of a volunteer laborer, should cease, 
we may surely hope that, with what can be done by themselves, and 
what aid could be secured from other sources, the services of this 
Church, commenced so auspiciously, will be sustained, until like the 
neighboring Parishes, it becomes self-supporting. We have begun, 
and by God's blessing we intend to continue and carry on the 
work, nothing doubting that we shall «reap in due season if we 
faint not.'' 
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Report of the Rev. Theodore B. LTmaii, Reotor of Trinity Chnreh, 
Pittsburgh.

In 
addition to the usual services in the Parish Church, I have upon the 
last Sunday evening of each month, held a service in Tioga, seventeen 
miles distant. In Tioga, 1 adult was haptized, and 3 persons were 
confirmed ; communicants 12 ; in other towns along the Tioga river, 7 
communicants are found. These places need a Missionary. 



Report of the Rev. Thomas M. Martin, Reotor of Trinitj Church, 
Philadelphia. 

I took charge of this Parish on Sunday, January 30th, 1859. From 
September 6th, 1858, the Parish was without a Rector, the Rev. John 
Coleman, D.D., having resigned the charge. His report to that date is, 
baptisms, infants 11, marriages, 6; burials 6. 

From September 6th, 1858, to January 30th, 1859, the report of 
the Acting Warden is — ^baptisms, infants 5. 

My own report, embodying that of the previous Rector and of the 
Acting Warden, is as follows :

I feel very much encouraged to labor in this field, and shall strive, 
with the aid of the Holy Spirit, to make this a working Parish. 



Report of the Rev. Robert C, Matlack, Rector of the Church of the Nativity, 

Philadelphia. 

After a long and prayerful consideration of a call to this sinking 
Church, I resolved to accept it, and entered upon my duties, June 27, 
1858. 

We then had 64 communicants, 150 children and 17 teachers on 
the Sunday school roll, a debt of $13,000 oppressing us, and two new 
congregations, forming partly from us and near us. 

Through the generosity and activity of my Vestry and my people 
generally, I have been enabled to do a good work for our Lord and 
Master. 

The number of the congregation I cannot accurately report this 
year. Baptisms, adults 10, children 31, total 41 ; confirmed 30 ; corn- 
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municants^ added 134, died 3, present number 198 ; marriages 12 ; 
burials 28 ; Sermons and Lectures for the whole year about 200 ; Sun- 
day school for youth 1, with 7 males and 14 female teachers, 90 boys 
and 90 girls; Sunday school for infants 1, with 2 female teachers, 40 
boys and 85 girls; Rector's Bible class 4 gentlemen and 46 ladies; 
total number under instruction 355, teachers 24. 

The entire receipts of the Church for the whole year has been : Do- 
nations from the Vestry to the Debt and Interest Fund $861 37, pew 
rent $1566 09, general collections, $215 68, special collections (Epis- 
copal Hospital $20, Disabled Clergymen $38, Seaman's Mission, by 
fair, $30, Church of Crucifixion, by fair, $125, Sunday school furniture

During the year, meaus have been collected, mostly from the Parish- 
ioners, sufficient to purchase a fine toned bell, of about 1000 pounds 
weight, which has Icon recently hung in the tower of the Church, and 
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rung for the first time on Easter Sunday last. Its cost has been about 
$425. There has been opened in the villagei near the Church, and 
supported by members and friends of the congregation throughout the 
Winter, a comfortable reading room for the accommodation of the 
young men of the place. This effort, as well as that of a Bible class, 
on Sunday evening, for the benefit of the same important portion of 
the community, has resulted in much good. The sympathies and 
intelligence of a number of young men hayc been thus enlisted in reli- 
gious matters, and the teaching and influence to which they have eub- 
uitted thcmsclvef^, have, through the Divine blessing, brought forth the 
fruits of good living, and, in some instances, open profession of Christ's^ 
name. The Parish school was in successful operation for six months 
of the past year. It numbered about forty, and is about to begin 
its work again for the ensuing six months. A Sunday school has been 
started in the neighborhood of the Parsonage, about a mile from the 
Church, which collected last Summer nearly one hundred children for 
religious instruction every Sunday afternoon. The Rector has held 
services and preached a number of times for a congregation that has 
met at the residence of Dr. C. W. Pennock, at Howell ville, six miles 
from the Church, in a neighborhood where there are no opportunities 
of public worship of any kind. 

St. John's Church, Concord. — Congregation, families, removed 
2, added 2, present number 36 ; baptisms, adult I, children 2, total 3 ; 
communicants, added 6, died or removed 4, present number 46; mar-

funerals. 

The friends of the Mission kindly continue to aid me from their 
own Communion Funds, which enabled me to relieve the wants of 
many poor '< sheep of the house of Israel." I take this opportunity 
to return to them my most grateful acknowledgments for their generous 
support of the Mission.

The Bector holds a weekly service in the County jail, which, from 
its eager anticipation by the prisoners, and the earnestness with which 
they seem to enter into it, he hopes may prove not unproductive of 
good. He is also happy to acknowledge the very efficient aid which — 
in the matter of seeking out the sick, the ignorant and the destitute, 
with a view to their instruction and relief, turning their feet into the 
House of God, and securing the attendance of their children at the 
Sunday school — he has received from the Pastor's Aid Society, made 
up of the female members of the Church and congregation. A simi- 
lar organization of the male members, with the further design of 
establishing and maintaining a Parish Library, has also been effected, 
and will, it is hoped, be able to secure the double design of their for- 
mation. 

The enlargement of our Church building, spoken of in my last 
report, has been successfully carried out. In the person of Bichard 
Gilpin, Esq., a member of the Congregation, the vestry found a very 
skilful and accomplished architect, who entered with great readiness 
into all their operations, and to whom they are greatly indebted, as 
well for the taste and beauty of his architectural designs, as for hi^ 
valuable assistance in carrying them to a successful termination. We 
have now secured Church accommodation, ample for the present wants 
of the Parish. The funds contributed by the congregation for this 
purpose fell short of the amount required by some $1100. But this 
sum has been assumed by the vestry, and will not, it is presumed, be 
permitted long to encumber the Parish.

St. Peter's Church is open, as heretofore, for the daily Morning 
and Evening Prayer ; and the Holy Communion, accompanied with 
a sermon or lecture, is celebrated on every Lord's Day, Holy Day, 
and daily within the Octaves. The interest manifested in these holy 
services appears to be increasing. 

During the past year there has been established (under the superin- 
tendence of some of the charitable ladies of the Parish) a Sewing In- 
stute and store, for giving employment to needy women, which has 
been helpful to the Rector in connection with the benevolent opera- 
tions of the Parish. There was also organized on Easter-even an 
association for giving Christian burial to the poor dead. The other 
charitable agencies of the Parish (including St. Peter's House) have 
continued, under the Divine blessing, to fulfil their unobtrusive works 
of mercy. 



Report of Rev. D. C. Page, D.D., Rector of Christ Charch, Alleghany City. 

The Rector has the great satisfaction of reporting to the Bishop 
that, after an absence of thirty-three years, he has returned to the an- 
cient and venerable Diocese where he received his ordination to the 
several offices of Deacon and Priest, and where, for the first three 
years of his Ministry, he was a Missionary in the employ of the Soci- 
ety for the Advancement of Christianity in the same. On the 27th 
of October, 1858, he was unanimously chosen Rector of Christ 
Church, Alleghany City, accepted the call and entered upon his duties 
immediately. Nor are his labors wholly without any grounds for en- 
couragement and hopeful effort. Already does the Parish, which had 
heretofore been in a state of great depression, begin to exhibit symp* 
toms of revival and of fresh growth, and the Rector believes it to 
18 
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be only a question of time whether it is to take its proper Btation 
among the Churches of the Diocese. 

A severe domestic afSiction, attended with corre8p9ndiDg bodilj 
infirmity, faaviog prerented him from completing his primary visita- 
tion of tho parishioners, he is compelled to present a very imperfect 
report, and is only able to say, in general terms, that the number of 
communicants is about 60 ; baptisms, infants 2 ; funerals 3. 

The indebtedness of the Church is about twenty-five or six hundred 
dollars; but, as vigorous measures will now be taken for its extinction, 
the Rector hopes to be able to report to the next Annual Convention 
its entire discharge.

Report of the Rev. A. Prior, Missionary in Charge at AUentown, Lehigh 

County. 

Since rendering my last Annual Report, my field of labor has been 
changed. Early in December last, I resigned my Parish at Schuylkill 
Haven, and commenced a Mission at this Point, with a view of plant- 
ings Church permanently in AUentown. Regular services were com- 
menced here the 2d of January last, which have been continued, 
with the interruption of one Sunday per month, to the present time. 
In view of a good opening, and flattering prospects of the ultimate 
success of the work thus commenced, I took the necessary steps at an 
early period to organize a Church, under the corporate name and style 
of Grace Church, Allen town. Articles of Association were signed by 
about thirty persons, a Vestry elected, and a charter prepared, which 
has been confirmed by legal authority. The chief obstacle in the way 
of our future progress is the want of a Church building. Efforts to 
accomplish this desirable object will be made in the course of the 
ensuing Summer. 

In addition to these services in AUentown, I officiate every fourth 
Sunday in the borough of Hazleton, in Luzerne county. A Mis- 
sion was commenced here in the early part of January last by 
myself, in conjunction with the Rev. Peter Russell, and has been 
continued ever since with flattering prospects of success. In con- 
nection with this, we have commenced a Mission at Conyngham- 
town, in a valley of the same name, distant six miles west from 
Hazleton. Here services are held, as at the latter place, every two 
weeks — alternately by myself and Mr. Russell. 

A review of my labors for the past year show the following results : 
Preached on one hundred and forty different occasions; organized one 
Parish, and in conjunction with the Rev. Peter Russell, have estab- 
lished two Missions in places where the services of our Church were 
never before held ; have administered the Sacraments six times; ad- 
mitted eight persons to the Holy Communion; baptized ten persons; 
attended five funerals ; married two couples, and have prepared a class 
for confirmation whenever it shall please the Assistant Bishop to make 
the Church at AUentown a visit. The Mission at AUentown has con- 
tributed $4 to the Convention Fund.

an early period. 



Report of the Rev. William Henry Rees, Rector of Christ (Swedes') Church, 
Upper Merion, Montgomery Countj.

Locust Grove Seminary. — This chartered institution of the 
Church, to which the larger part of my timo and labor is necessarily 
devoted, continues highly prosperous. 

The foundations now seem firmly planted for the upbuilding and 
support of a Christian Seminary of the highest excellence and useful- 
ness for the training of the daughters of the Church. 

The number of pupils has steadily and considerably increased dur- 
ing each year of my Rectorship. 

The present measure of our prosperity, indeed, renders it highly desi- 
rable that considerable additions to the buildings and general resources 
of the Institution be made at an early day. 

The work of Christian nurture in the Church of Christ thrives 
under our hands; and the divine doctrines, on which our work is 
built, and which shape and direct our efforts, are abundantly vindi- 
cated, both by the symmetrical and satisfactory profi'^iency our pupils 
very generally attain, as well as by the very large proportion- 
amounting to quite one- third of the average attendance — who have 
each year sought the privilege of renewing their baptismal vows in 
confirmation. 

St. John's Church, Lawrenceville. — I have ministered for this 
Parish during the year with almost uninterrupted regularity, providing 
two services each Sunday, and one on each of the principal Fast and 
Feast days. 

The Parish sensibly gains in numbers and energy. The little Church 
is already so straitened for sittings that we ore now considering the 
alternative of an enlargement, or of a re-building on a larger plan. 
We have about 50 communicants ; families 35 } average attendance 
over 200 ; Sunday school scholars over 100 ; burials during the year 
8 ; baptisms, adult 1, children and infants 10, total 11. These re- 
sults have been reached without taxing the Missionary resources of the 
Diocese a single dollar. Under a continuance of the Divine blessing, we 
hope soon to be able to add our part to the general charities of the 
Church.

Society, whose meetings have been remarkably large, $145 51 have 
been raised, and with a portion of which, beautiful gas fixtures have 
been placed in the Church and Sunday school room, thus enabling us 
to have evening service whenever disposed. 

In Spiritual things we have reason to be encouraged, having had 
for this place quite a large addition to the Communion. Our weekly 
meetings have been, for the most part, well attended by the more 
devout and earnest, but yet neglected by many who were not ignorant 
of their duty. 

Services have been held regularly at St. Philip's Church, Summit 
Hill, and the attendance very good, although this Parish has suffered 
severely by removals.

During the year ending May Ist, I have attended 19 funerals ; bap- 
tized 14 children; married 2 oouple; officiated in the pulpit 15 times;

ings of a religious character. I have been constantly visiting from

Report of the Rev. Alexander H. Vinton, Rector of the Charch of the Holy 
Trinity, Philadelphia. 

Divine service was held in the lecture room of this Church from 
the last Sunday in November, 1858, to the third Sunday in March, 
1859. During this time the congregation consisted for the most part 
of merely chance attendants. 

On the last Sunday in March the Church was opened for public 
worship, and the congregation then organized was found to consist of 
one hundred and seventy-five families. 

The Sunday school contains ten male and twelve female teachers, 
and forty-seven male and fifty-four female pupils. 

There is a Bible class for young men on Sunday, of about twelve 
pupils, and another on a week day for women, whose meetings are open 
to all, and where the attendance has averaged one hundred and fifty. 

There have been one infant baptism, three funerals and one mar- 
riage. 

The amount of contributions for Missionary and other purposes is 
nineteen hundred dollars. 

The salary is $4500 per annum.

The Trustees of the Clergy Daughters' Fund report — That during 
the past year they have provided for the Education of two young 
Ladies at the Locust Grove Seminary, Pittsburgh, under the charge 
of the Rev. George T. Rider, with whom arrangements had been 
made by the Bishop before his departure for Europe. 

The object of this Association, which was instituted under the 
auspices of Bishop Potter, commends it to a cordial support and liberal 
encouragement. 

Its aim is the raising up of pious and educated Females, who shall 
be useful to the Church through their families, and, as teachers, 
governesses, &c., by providing the advantages of a superior school 
training to the Daughters of Clergymen of our Church, who may not 
have adequate means for that purpose. 

The designation of incumbents of the scholarships is vested in the 
Bishop of the Diocese — annual contributors of not less than one 
hundred dollars having the right, during the continuance of their 
contributions, to designate the incumbents of the scholarships created 
by them.
